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NINETEENTH CENTURY CATHOLIC SERIALS 


INTRODUCTION 

Since September, 195^+ the undersigned has been preparing for the RECORDS 
of the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia a bibliographical 
survey and union list of nineteenth century Catholic serials in the U.S. 

This project originated because both historians as well as librarians 
realized the need of a comprehensive reference work to cover the more 
than 1,200 Catholic titles which had appeared throughout the nineteenth 
century; Gregory's UNION LIST OF SERIALS and AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS include 
fewer than 50 % of the titles now known and do not provide anything 
beyond the briefest bibliographical descriptions. For the librarian 
the articles in the RECORDS have offered a guide for the preservation 
of materials at hand, the location of titles in other institutions, 
and a stimulus to provide micro-reproductions of source materials in 
American history. To date the following articles have appeared or are 
scheduled for early printing in the RECORDS: volume, page and date 
references are given for each state; In addition are listed the 
volumes published as separates by the Catholic University of America 
Pre ss:

At present we have completed more manuscript than can be accomodated 
within the RECORDS in the near future. Therefore, the Catholic 
University of America Press has begun a "Second Series" which includes 
those states with an extensive history, such as Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Indiana, New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts 
and a few others while the RECORDS, in the series we now designate as 
"First," will continue to carry the articles on those states with 
briefer histories such as those listed above. Thus, there are two 
series, with cross-references to each other. 

New features of the Second Series are alphabetical and chronological 
charts for each state to enable the researcher to determine quickly 
what publications were in existence at any given period. There is 
also an index of personal names and of titles for each state. 

Other features which are continued from the First Series are the 
notes on frequency, the type and degree of Catholicity; these are 
indicated as follows: 

1. "Catholic by purpose": 

a. official organ of a diocese; 

b. originated by an Order; 

c. conducted by a priest or Catholic layman. 

2. "Catholic by attitude" basically but with other primary purposes. 

5. "Catholic by national tradition", which is used chiefly for 

foreign publications whose primary aims were national or patriotic. 



References to library holdings are given in National Union Catalog symbols 

In each part of this Second Series we are repeating the General 
Bibliography, revised from its original appearance in Sept. 195*+ issue 
of the RECORDS. A special bibliography continues to precede the 
description of entries for each state . 

Finally, it should be clearly noted that the compiler regards these 
articles as preliminary rather than definitive and that the emphasis 
is on bibliography and format rather than contents of the publications. 

We request users to furnish us with corrections on either the descriptive 
matter or the library holdings. We are also anxious to join any 
cooperative movement toward the preservation of these source materials 
for American church history.

Missouri? and especially St. Louis 

Present day Missouri was once discovered by De Soto 0 First 
settlers in 1735 were French Canadians at Genevieve; other Frenchmen 
and Spaniards came up the Mississippi from the South in 1764 when 
a mission was founded where St. Louis is now 0 Traders with the 
Indians established posts 14 miles away, called by the Spanish 
Government (l680“1776) San Fernando? but missionaries from Quebec 
(1776“87) called it Florissant. Nearby St 0 Charles was started 
towards the end of this century; these places soon had churches. 
After 1787 the diocese of Havana^Cuba, was supposed to send priests 
and after 1793 the area of Missouri belonged to the territory of 
Louisiana over which, since 1793? the diocese of New Orleans was 
in charge? a suffragan diocese of Baltimore. The U.S. purchased 
the territory in 1803/4 and in 1808 the nearest diocese was 
Bardstown? Ky„ Bishop Flagst visited Missouri in l8l4, being in 
charge until 1826 .

In 1803 there lived in St 0 Louis a Catholic Irishman, John 
Mullanphy? a businessman who became a millionaire and was very 
important later for helping in the founding and supporting of the 
first Catholic charitable institutions 5 he died in 1823. In 1804 
the first American Catholic families arrived from the East; more 
Irish and Germans began to join the French; there were 5?000 
inhabitants of St 0 Louis in 1808. John Mullanphy gave Trappist 
monks a home in Florissant? l808“ll. On J1 12 1808 an Irish 
Presbyterian, Joseph Charless? had come with a press from Kentucky- 
earlier he had been with Matthew Carey, the leading publisher of 
Philadelphia® he was the first printer in St„ Louis, publisher of 
the first newspaper MISSOURI GAZETTE, a part still written in 
French, with 1?4 subscribers, without a rival to 1815. Finally 
as THE MISSOURI REPUBLICAN (1822) it was published by his son; 
the paper lived to 1919. 

In l 8 l 8 Bishop Louis Du Bourg, troubled in his diocese of New 
Orleans by marguillers, lived and acted as administrator for a 
time in St. Louis. He called Jesuits to Florissant and founded 
a first boys 5 academy (l 8 l 8 ) before he returned to France (1823/24). 
His vicar general and coadjutor, Joseph Rosati, remained in St. 
Louis. The Irish started their first benevolent Erin Society in 
l 8 l 8 o In 1821 Missouri was taken as a state into the Union with 
Jefferson as the capital; a state university was founded in 1839 
in Columbiao In 1826 St. Louis was made the see of a diocese, 
with Joseph Rosati* as the first bishop 0 

*born in Italy? he became a Lazarist and a priest who 
was sent in l8l? to Kentucky, then to Louisiana, where he 
became Bishop Du Bourg 5 s coadjutor in New Orleans or went 
with him in l8l8 to St 0 Louis. There he was made the first 
bishop in 1826 . Having Peter Richard Kenrick (l84i) as 
coadjutor, he was sent on a mission to Haiti; he died

in Rome xn ±843« As a learned man he knew the value of a 
Catholic paper for a diocese; he founded and supported 
fxnanctally the weekly SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY (1832). It 
carried in the beginning a monthly supplement in French for 
the Creole population. In his "Letter-Book" one found the 
correspondence with that printer-publisher in Connecticut 
to come to St» Louis. He also had been a banker and builder 
whose cathedral was finished in 1834, and was interested 
in education. 

In St. Louis the English-speaking Catholics, especially the Irish 
had to struggle to hear occasionally an English sermon in the 
afternoon (1826); only in 1832 the time was changed for every other 
Sunday after High Mass. More Catholic societies were started by 
the Irish and the Germans in parishes as well as for benevolent 
purposes. Under Rosati the boys 8 academy, which had become a 
college in 1 . 820 , had to be cldsed because of lack of teachers (1.826/ 
7) but was reopened in a new home, taken over by the Jesuits of 
Florissant, later from Maryland; it was the University of St. Louis 
1829 in 1829. 

We mentioned already the SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY (1832); a Mormon- 
paper was established in the same year; four other secular papers 
began before, in 1833,the ST. LOUIS OBSERVER appeared, which was 
constantly in war with the CATHOLIC SHEPHERD (q.v.); in 1835 the 
first, very liberal, German paper appeared, ANZEIGER DES WESTENS. 

Its attitude and that of some anti-Catholic papers, like THE 
ANTIPFAFF (l843“48) or GOTTES FREUND, DER PFAFFEN FEIND, made it 
necessary to counteract which was done in 1848 ff. by a group of 
German Catholic papers. Similar English secular papers provoked 
a defense and reaction - after the SHEPHERD had died in 1836 - by 
THE CATHOLIC BANNER (shortlived in 1839) and by the revived 
SHEPHERD (1850)„ 

The large diocese of Missouri was divided for the new diocese of 
1834 Vincennes (1834) and to enlarge the one of Illinois (1844). 

1838 The diocese of St. Louis counted in 1838 : 50»000 Catholics, 44 

churches with 68 priests, a seminary and two colleges; in the 
city in l84l about half of the population of 20,000 was Catholic 
or, in 1844, 16,000 out of 30,000. The French and Irish were the 
main groups, the Germans still few. The cathedral was the only 
church but the -Jesuits had a university chapel. There Bishop 
l84l Peter Richard Kenrick* began to work in l84l: 

*born in Ireland, where he and his older brother studied 
for the priesthood, Peter was ordained in Dublin in 1832 
while his brother Francis Patrick already had become a 
coadjutor and bishop, in Philadelphia (1842), and Arch¬ 
bishop of Baltimore in 1851 . Peter was called by him in 
1833 as president of the Seminary and vicar general to 
Philadelphia, In I 85 O he wanted to become a Jesuit in 
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Rome 9 but Bishop Rosati of St 0 Louis urged him to be his 
coadjutor (l84l). There, his great ability in financial 
matters made him pay the debts, build houses and churches 
and starting the Calvary Cemetery<> After Rosati 8 s death 
1843 in 1843? he was his successors As a learned and literary 

man he was eager to have an English Catholic paper; since 
1839 no attempt had been made 0 He founded or supported, 
more or less with money or his own contributions, the 
CATHOLIC CABINET (l843~45), and the CATHOLIC NEWS LETTER 
(184-5-48) $ he revived the SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY (1850-54), 
supported the LEADER (1855) with even a daily from l856“57, 
1847 and the WESTERN BANNER ( 1858 - 61 ). In 184? he had been made 

archbishopo He exchanged letters with his brother about 
his problems and ideas from which one knows his thoughts 
up to 1863, when his archbishop-brother died 0 For the 
great number of foreigners he made Rev. H 0 Muehlsiepen a 
vicar general who was, like himself very interested in 
Catholic papers in the different languages 0 Under 
Archbishop Kenrick the St. Louis University flourished. 

One of its professors, a famous convert. Professor M 0 L 0 
Bintcn,wrote a MEDICAL AND SURGICAL JOURNAL, the first of 
its kind in Missouri. The Archbishop himself liked books 
and was a great reader. He died in 1896 . 

St. Louis as the see of an archdiocese, had seven parishes (two of 
them German), 15 priests demonstrating great activity 0 The Catholic 
societies announced their programs in the newspapers, most frequently 
the Young Catholic°s Friend Society (of which we did not find a 
1858 publication)o Still half of the population was German ( 1858 )® The 
temperance movement had begun to spread, especially among the Irish. 
i860 During the Civil War St. Louis was rather neutral, located just 

between South and North. The old French families began now to dis¬ 
appear (see in 1875 two attempts of papers which had no success at 
1869 all). In 1869 the first permanent English Catholic paper was begun 
by Fr. David S. Phelan, the WESTERN WATCHMAN (to D 3 1933)» Some¬ 
what later another English paper joined it (in 1885 ), and, combined 
with the CATHOLIC PROGRESS it also lasted to 1934. The Kulturkampf 
1873 (1873) brought many German Catholics to America, priests, monks, and 

laymen, most of them educated; some became journalists in the new 
country. For St. Louis it was important to get in 1873 a branch of 
that Catholic publishing house Herder of Freiburg, Joseph Gummersbach 
being its representative who supported , in contact with the Vicar 
General, all German publications in that city in a very effective 
and prudent way. Herder published the PASTORALBLATT for German- 
1896 American priests (1866-1925)o Archbishop Kenrick died in 1896 and 
was followed by John Joseph Kain as Archbishop, who lived only to 
1903. 

All Catholic papers were interested in the research on the Church 
history in America, encouraging it and printing the results# Those 
editors were joined by learned priests and layman forming e 0 g, in 
1879 an Ecciesiastico-Historieal Society (recorded in WESTERN

WATCHMAN, My 10 1879); though dying soon, the idea was kept up in 
1885 by a Catholic. Lecture~Bureau, publishing its lectures, by 
the Catholic Union of Missouri in 1893 which printed yearbooks of 
proceedings and articles- and by the Central Verein- whose annual 
meetings at different times were held in St# Louis, later its 
headquarterso In 191? the Catholic Historical Society was founded 
and in 1918 its organ, the ST* LOUIS CATHOLIC HISTORICAL REVIEW, 
to which all the veteran™journalists of the great time of St 0 
Louis’ Catholic journalism from I 87 O to 1930 contributed, for 
instance; G#J*Garraghan, S*J*, Msgr, J*E#Rothensteiner, Rev„ D«S# 
Phelan, Rev# JoPoO’Hanlon* Arthur Preuss wrote in 1902 in his 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW an article, "A Catholic Metropolis and its 
Catholic Press," and found the result not so great; on the contrary 
he wrote that it was "a shame for 350,000 Catholics", to have only 
two English weeklies, in German one daily, one semi-weekly, one 
weekly, one monthly, and one Bohemian and one Polish weekly* Ayer 
listed in 1904 for Missouri 39 "religious" periodicals of which 
seven were Catholic, or 1022 newspapers, including 91 dailies; of 
these we have listed 19 as Catholic, including one daily* 

II The dioceses of St * Joseph and Kansas City 

I 83 O ST JOSEPH, as a village, was founded by a Catholic in I 83 O, became 

1840 a town of 200 inhabitants in 1840 and got a church and permanent 

pastor in 1847* The rush to California brought big business to 
the "city" which was chosen for the first suffragan diocese to 
St* Louis in 1868/9, its Bishop, J»J 0 Hogan, with 3 priests for 
1880 3,000 Catholicso When Kansas City was made a diocese in 1880, 

Bishop Hogan, governing both dioceses,changed his see to that city. 
For our purpose there was only one paper existing, the CATHOLIC 
TRIBUNE, and even this was started in Kansas City but it also 
1942 served St * Joseph until 1942, 

1826 KANSAS CITT in 1826 was the outpost of civilized life in the West* 

Traders and French had settled* In 1828 Bishop Rosat-i sent to these 
1834 Creole “-people a priest; the first church was built in 1834; in 1846 
the first secular paper appeared# Through the place came from 1833 
ff. thousands of settlers going further West; some remained# A 
1847 town was started for 4=3,000 inhabitants in 184? which rapidly grew 

1855 and became a city in 1855° When Kansas was opened for settlement, 

i860 many landed here from the steamboat in 1857 ff° During the Civil 
War the city remained neutral; when the railroad was built- and the 
bridge finished in 1869, 260,000 settlers went through in that year* 
In 1.888 it had 55,000 inhabitants and a real=estate boom made the 
place a "marble" city# After 1868 it belonged to the diocese of 
1880 St, Joseph, but in 1880 itself became a diocese; Bishop Hogan 

1.877 changed his see to Kanses City and ruled both dioceses* Since 1877 

the city had a first Catholic paper, WESTERN CROSS (“99 )9 and, be” 
sides, six English papers and one German, all short-lived but in 
1899 the CATHOLIC REGISTER saved the situation until 1938° 
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III Foreigners,limited to those who produced Catholic periodicals; 

Germans, French, Polish, Bohemians (Irish see with English) 

1830 The immigration of Germans began after I 83 O, was strongest from 
l835”50» In 1824 a German, Gottfried Duden, travelled for three 
years in Missouri and wrote a book: BERICHTE UBER EINE REISE IN 
MISSOURI, l824"27, printed in Elberfeld in 1829; thousands read 
1832 it, and many followed the call e From l832“5 only one German priest, 
1847 Fr» Lutz, was available for these Germans, In 1847 Bishop Kenrick 
made Rev, Joseph Melcher a Vicar General for the foreign Catholics 
and in 1843 the first German church, St, Mary's, was ready in St, 
Louis, Moist of the newcomers were Catholics so more churches and 
priests were needed. They came from all German-speaking countries; 
the SCHEMATISMUS, written as a German-American Catholic directory 
in 18699 82, and 92 shows this enormous growth. In the 40 # s and 
still longer, half the population of the city was German, partly 
from the working class but many with higher education interested 
in parish life, schools and good papers. That is mirrored in the 
papers, too; there are popular ones and cultured ones; the churches, 
numbering six in 1870 , had become 10 in 1880 , 13 in 1890 , 19 in 1899 ® 
The founding of papers did not develop in the same way but they had 
large subscription lists, 

1, The first German paper was only an attempt in 1848, the 
ST, LOUIS ZEITUNG. 

2, so was DAS KATHOLISCHE SONNTAGSBLATT, by a priest, I 85 O/I, 
who ran into financial difficulties 

3, the TAGES-CHRONIK by a layman, F,J,Saler, a somehow popular 
daily, a successful venture ( 1851 - 63 ) 

4, the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, the continuation of no, 2, by the 
layman of no, 39 later also some priests, more popular in the 
beginning (l852“1924) 

5® by Saler a calendar, DER HINKENDE BOTE, completely popular 

6, the PASTORAL BLATT for priests only, carried on by educated 
and cultured priests (l866”1925)» its founder, the Vicar General 
(since 1868.) Muehlsiepen also interested in the continuation of the 
HEROLD after its crisis in 1.874 and in the founding of a new daily: 

7, AMERIKA in 1872 (”1924) with the help of Gummersbach-Herder, 
in 1873 ff,, a branch of that publishing house, and 

8, THE REVIEW (English~German) by Arthur Preuss, another friend 

of these priests~editors, writing a monthly magazine from 1894-1935 <> 

These main papers of those years were a great achievement of learned 
men with high aims, good Catholics too, each one in his field 
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worked on the problem of how to keep the German language alive, to¬ 
gether with the culture of their home-country, but at the same time 
how to contribute = as sincere citizens of the U.S. - to the build¬ 
ing up of an American culture. These efforts finally were cut 
short during the World War I and stopped after it; not only for this 
reason alone, also because the immigration of masses had ceased and 
the American-born children lost the knowledge of the language. 

Still today (1964) one can find some traces, for instance some 
societies, especially for St. Louis the Catholic Central Verein, 
since 1908 with an organ: CENTRAL BLATT, still alive as SOCIAL 
JUSTICE, published in St. Louis where a library also keeps documents, 
books and papers as a history of the Germans in America. See in the 
Index for the following names to which we added short biographical 
sketches in the text: J.N.Enzlberger, Wm. Farber, F.G.Holweck, 
F.R.Kenkel, H. Muehlsiepen, Arthur and Eduard Preuss, J.E.Rothensteiner 
and F.J.Saler. 

The French were, in the earliest times, a large part of the population 
but few newcomers arrived in the later years. There existed some 
French papers, e.g. REVUE DE L»QUEST (l859“65)i or LA TRIBUNE 
FRAN^AISE (1866-68), or LE PATRIOT ( 1878 - 87 ) of which we do not 
know if they may be called Catholic. There was LE JOURNAL 
CATHOLIQUE and L“ECHO DU CANADA which we listed, attempts only in 
1875 and not able to live. 

The Poles had first settled in groups in Franklin County, where they 
soon published three papers, the ORZEL POLSKI, the PIELGRZYM and the 
PROGRES between 1870 and 7^; there was also a church and a Polish 
priest in Washington, Mo. In St. Louis, with a Polish church after 
1880, an annual, ROK POLSKI, was published in 1873, then from 1899” 
1953 the PRZEWODNIK POLSKI, which was at least Catholic in the 
beginning. 

The Bohemians , with a first church in St. Louis in 1870 and a 
Catholic paper, HLAS, published by a priest, which remained alive 
to 1950, were well cared for. 

From all other Catholic foreigners in that Cosmopolitan city no 
other periodicals were created prior to 1900, 
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CAPE GIRARDEAU 

It belonged to the Archdiocese of St* Louis; it had in 1875 an English and 
a German church, with 12 Vincentian Fathers for the College* 

COLLEGE MESSAGE (My 15 l874"19H*) 

*then continued but for another type of school, the Vincentian 
Preparatory Seminary which was not listed in Ayer* 

This was a "Catholic sic", semi-monthly school-paper, started on My 15 1874, 
which lasted to 1911o It was published and edited for and by the students 
of Sto Vincent 8 s College for boys, in charge of the Congregation of the 
Mission, chartered in 1.843 0 We saw the holdings at PPCHi; it was a good 
literary paper; in exchange with other school-papers was written: "Most 
of your paper is good; don’t disfigure it. ..treat the lady-editors of 
others schools with more respect***be more charitable"; (in the next 
issue) "We are glad to see.*.(the matter) reformed" (ACAD*JOURNAL, of a 
non-Catholic boys, schcol); or: "newsy ,it is a most creditable paper"(St* 
John’s RECORDS )% or :"written in a pleasing style, generally interesting" 
(ABBEY STUDENT)*

CONCEPTION 

In Nodaway county, belonging to the diocese of St, Joseph, was the place 
of a Benedictine Abbey since 1874* 

THE STAR (Ja 11 - 0 4 1895)-' merged into 
CATHOLIC TRIBUNE , Sc* Joseph, Mo«, as 
CATHOLIC TRIBUNE AND CONCEPTION STAR

^Both Phelan brothers were born in Nova Scotia and came as children 
to St. Louis. David studied for the priesthood at St. Vincent's 
College, Cape Girardeau, Mo., was ordained in 1863 by Archbishop 
Kenrick, and sent on Ja 1 1865 to Edina, Mo. There the Loretto - 
Sisters, teaching in the parish school, had been attacked by the 
local paper, THE EDINA WATCHMAN, Fr. Phelan asked its editor to stop 
but he did not do. The brothers bought the editor out and continued 
it to defend the sisters. There was another reason to have and to 
keep a paper: Fr. Phelan was in the spirit of revolt against the 
"Drake Constitution" which prescribed a test oath for clergyman; Fr. 
Phelan had refused it and had been for a time in prison; now he 
wanted to agitate for a repeal of this law.

CATHOLIC BANNER [of 1879] (l879~l882) 

I f was a "Catholic :1c", weekly newspaper, published and edited by the Catholic 
Banner Publishing Co. The ILLUSTRATED CELTIC MONTHLY announced the CATHOLIC 
BANNER in 1880 as "a new Catholic journal in Kansas City, Mo.", and THE 
WESTERN HOME JOURNAL says in l88l:it "comes out greatly improved, the 'patent 
inside* is gone and now the editor knows what his paper will contain..."

SENTINEL, Kansas City, Mo.), in S 1899 1 keeping it as editor and manager 
to 1938, the Catholic Register Co. as publisher also to 1938, only in¬ 
terrupted around 1928 by the title of Casey Co. Arthur Preuss in his 
REVIEW, St. Louis, announced it: ’’Kansas City again has a Catholic paper 
by T.J.Casey, a prohibitionist; 3 of 8 pages with plate matter.” The 
office was in 1904 at 10th Central St.; in 1908 at 4l7 11th St.; in 1923~38 
at 304 W 10th St. We found no appraisals of the paper. It seems to have 
lost subscribers in 1924 because Ayer gave no circulation figures any more. 
After 1938 the diocese got an official paper THE KANSAS CITY REGISTER (of 
the Register chain), in 1964 titled CATHOLIC REPORTER.

26 1942, It was founded by Wm, W. Davis, college-educated in Bardstown, 

Ky,, and in Cincinnati, then five years in Europe where he developed talents 
as a writer. 

In Kansas City: If the year is right, then just a year before (1877) a 
Catholic paper, THE WESTERN CROSS, had been started there. Did the 
publishers and editors William W, Davis and William A, Maynard take this 
fact as reason to move their paper already to St, Joseph in 0 1880, It 
was the see of a diocese. But just in fall, 1880 Kansas City was made a 
diocese, too, though not with a bishop of its own. Bishop John Joseph 
Hogan from St. Joseph was in charge of both dioceses and changed his see 
to Kansas City, The move of the paper may have meant that St. Joseph had 
no Catholic paper, 

In St, Joseph Mr. Davis moved with his paper and found another partner, 

Mr. Royal. Miss Lawlor's letter gave us l 88 l with James Shauness and Thomas 
McDermott as publishers; other sources have Davis and Co. to 1882. Since 
l88l Rev, Francis Graham, pastor of St, Patrick's Church, had taken over 
the editorship. In 1884, with him, we found as publisher M, Malony, and in 
1888, with a manager, J,V.Teasdale is'named the "Kansas Tribune Association" 
if if is not a mistake, it might be that the paper is still dated also for 
Kansas, Rowell listed it to 1885 with cross reference in both cities which 
may also explain its higher circulation figure in the beginning. In 1889 
Michael Law'lor and Peter Nugent became the owners and publishers. In Ap 
±. u .i.894 Fr. Graham gave up his editorship, Nugent sold his shares to 
Michael Lawlor* who continued as editor, owner and publisher and began with 

*born in Canada (l84l), he came in 1859 to the states, worked with 
the MISSOURI TRIBUNE in Liberty, the MISSOURI HERALD at Columbia, 
since l8?2 with the St. Joseph Steam Printing Co., to wait for an 
opportunity to have a paper of his own. He had learned the trade 
of printing with a printer-friend, famous poet and journalist

purchasing THE STAR of Conception, Mo,, keeping it for a time with the 
title: CATHOLIC TRIBUNE AND CONCEPTION STAR. As Fr. Graham had given in

in cur midst"» so Michael. Lawlor tried to increase the paper's interest by- 
publishing additional news of literary, historical, social ana educational 
value o To the Golden Jubilee of the paper in 1928 an extra issue was pub¬ 
lished o Without interruption he was the publisher for 47 years, 42 as 
editor; one called him "Dean of Catholic and Missouri editors", having 
rather uniquely operated the paper as a family project, employing at 
various times four daughters, two sons and a granddaughter, Margaret, who 
gave us ail these details. She remembered names of contributors, especial¬ 
ly: Rev. Augustine Stocker, 0.S,B.(Conception Abbey, Mo.), writing the 
"Letters from Rome", knowing 23 languages; Rev. Damien P. Cummins, O.S.B. 
from the same monastery; Rev. Emmanuel T. Sandoval of Regis College, Denver 
re viewed books; Rev. Daniel A 0 Lord, S.J., of St. Louis wrote for many 
years the column "Along the Way " 0 Notes of the Propagation of the Faith 
were furnished by Rev. Gh.

From F 1956 to the last issue Frank M. and Mittie Lawlor were the publish¬ 
ers and editors who wrote in the last issue on D 26 1942, "that the high 
cost of maintaining union labor and the shortage of help brought on by war 
conditions" made them give up the paper of their father; not because of 
financial difficulties. A letter from the chancery of the diocese of St. 
Joseph called the paper "diocesan", but we believe it does not mean 
"official",, The diocese joined then with the Kansas City, Mo. THE REGISTER 
as an official paper 0

the Columbian (Banner) Publishing firm„ Therefore McAneny began in 1894 
not only as editor but also as publisher; his office was in 319 Nelson 
Bldgo, probably struggling against the new paper and finally forced to 
give up.

Co., also for Kansas City, Mo. This paper’s editor, John O’Flanagan, 
continued the COLUMBIAN CATHOLIC besides his own paper until 1897 (Rowell 
listed it with him in l 896 “ 7 )®

It was a "Catholic :1c" (from l883“D 1897, then no longer Catholic), 
weekly newspaper, founded, owned, published and edited by Rev. Heinrich 
Brockhagen, for a time helped by Rev. Theo. Krainhardt; profits were 
promised for charitable purposes. After the interruption from Ap 1895“ 

D 1896 , it was for a year edited by Rev. Joseph Hagel and published by 
Nikolaus Stocklauser (thas name in the sources often misspelled) to D 
1897o Probably now (Ja 1898 ) the title KATHOLISCHER HAUSFREUND, EIN 
WOCHENBLATT ZUR FORDERUNG VON KATHOLISCHEM WISSEN UND LEBEN (a weekly 
for the advancement of Catholic knowledge and life) was changed to 
O'FALLON HAUSFREUND, ORGAN FUR NATURWISSENCHAFT UND CHRISTENTUM (organ 
of Science and Christianity) because Fr. Brockhagen wanted to give the 
paper a more secular tone after it was suspended by the archbishop. He 
took ever the editing, W.F.Westhoff was the publisher, a printing co. 
printed it until D 30 1909, when it was sold and its career closed. 

This is a sketch of Rev. Heinrich Brockhagen 1 s* life, which also includes 
the history of his paper. 

*He was a poor boy in Westphalia, Germany, with a gift of ex¬ 
pressing himself; therefore he was sent to higher schools, depend¬ 
ing on ether families to feed him. The results of his learning 
were not good. Nevertheless an American priest took him with a 
group as a future priest to St. Louis. Rather suddenly, having 
been only one year and a half in the seminary, he was ordained 
and a poor place given to him with a half finished church, the 
old log church as parish house. He again depended for his meals 
on the members of the parish, poor like himself, but he became 
a good pastor for them in Maxville and another village. His gift of 
expression brought him to write controversial articles for the 
HEROLD DES GLAUBENS in St. Louis, fighting for equality of German 
and English priests, in a popular, but very polemical style. A 
pamphlet, called SCHUTT UND GEROLLE (Rubbish and Pebbles), was 
published by Saler's publishing house. He acquired friends, 
thinking similarly, mostly less educated and rough jokers. When 
Saler went bankrupt,(1874) and the HEROLD was in danger of failing 
t-feis group of friends wanted Brockhagen to take over but Msgr. 
Muhlsiepen arranged it differently, and when Mr. Schwarz was the 
new editor, the HEROLD took no further material from Fr. 

Brockhagen. 
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Meanwhile, In 1876 , F:r« Brockhagen had been transferred to O'Fallon, 
a hamlet only, but the Sisters there needed his advice for the farm; 
he became the pastor of Assumption Church. He planned a paper of 
his own and asked help of Mr. Gummersbach of the Herder firm in St. 
Louis but he was not interested. So he acted alone, had a sample 
printed of DER KATHOLISCHE HAUSFREUND, a weekly for the advance” 
ment of Catholic knowledge and life for the counties of St. Charles, 
Franklin, Lincoln, and Warren. In his sample he wrote; "Tell me 
what you read and I tell you what you are," and "Keep salt with you 
lest you may rot" (his typical style), also: "the paper will be 
strictly Catholic, because half is no way" 0 The first regular 
issue appeared on My 10 1883 ; it was printed for a year in St. 
Charles. For Fr. Brockhagen's silver jubilee as a priest, friends 
gave him a press as a gift which was installed near the church and 
was used until D 1897 for the paper. Soon the paper was so well 
liked, that it was no longer a county paper but had friends all 
over in the U.S. Fr. Theo. Krainhardt of Josephville, near 
0 8 Fallen, wrote in addition to the explanations of the Gospels 
the much liked "Sebnurrige Plaudereien" (Funny Chats). In I 89 O 
the Bishop of Marquette Recommended the paper. But Fr. Brockhagen 
did not have the necessary knowledge and was also too independent 
to ask others or to study; he made many theological and other 
mistakes. In 189^/5 Msgr. Jessing, editor of the OHIO WAISENFREUND 
(Cincinnati), made a list of 91 wrong, even heretical statements 
in the paper. Archbishop Kain had them checked by some learned 
German priests (one was Rev. Farber of the PASTORAL BLATT); 
finally Msgr. Satoili banned the paper (Ag 1895) and suspended 
Fr. Brockhagen for some time. He was completely unable to under¬ 
stand what he had done wrong. He tried to defend himself and 
wrote letters to many German Catholic papers, producing an 
ignoble controversy, in which the HEROLD and the AMERIKA did not 
take part. 

We saw the paper of Ap 189 ^ still quoted with the old title. We 
do not know when if. was changed either.. After the suspension in 
Ja 1897 a young priest, Joseph Hagel, with Nikolaus Stocklauser 
as publisher, had taken over the paper only for a year because 
the former readers were not sure if Fr. Hagel was a mere front for 
Fr. Brcekhagen. Many did not dare to subscribe;nor in Ja 1898 , 
when Fr. Brockhausen took over again as editor and publisher. 

He believed he could solve the problem by changing the paper to 
a secular paper, 0°FALL0N HAUSFREUND, with a new subtitle; "an 
Organ for Science and Christianity," which would not be under the 
jurisdiction of the Church authorities. In 190L W.F.Westhoff be¬ 
came the publisher, the family the main proprietors: a general 
printing firm printed it. Though Fr. Brockhagen wrote in his old 
style, he did not get enough subscribers in these 12 years. In 
1909 he had to give up, sold out to DIE KATHOLISCHE PRESSE, be¬ 
came sick, and died in 1910. 
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To show what a contemporary critic, Arthur Preuss, thought about 
him we quote out of his REVIEW, Chicago, v.l no 2, p.4, l894:"the 
HAUSFREUND has achieved an unenviable reputation for its bitter 
attacks on the hierarchy of the American Church, it transgressed 
the bounds of respect and decency; 0 , .to convince Fr« Brockhagen 
that his views were false or exaggerated , is notoriously impossible. 

Details: the Thursday-paper began with 8 pages, 5 columns, 14x235 in the 

next year, 28x44 $2.00; in 1886 the price was lowered to $1,50; in 1889 
for 16 pages only 14x21 at the same price, in 1904 to its end lowered 
further to $1,00, In 1884 the paper circulated 1,500, in 1886:2,280, in 
l889:2,8l2, in 1892:2.900, in 1895:3.600, the highest; in the critical 
years only 1,000, in 1901:2,500, in 1904:2,600 copies; then no figures 
given, Vols, 1-13 covered the time before it was banned, one year of 
trial in 1897? and again vols, 1-12 which do not count as "Catholic”,

This was an old settlement of 1780 , called during the Spanish rule 
San Fernando; some of the Germans on the way to the West remained 
there in 1870; out of 15.783 inhabitants, 4,255 were German-born, It 
belonged to the Archdiocese of St, Louis and had from l882~93 two churches, 
one German.

ST. JOSEPH 

Since 1868/9 it was a diocese (see "Historical Introduction) with Bishop 
F. Hogan; the city had in 1896 six churches. It had grown in 1904 to a 
place with 118,000 inhabitants with 16 papers, of which one was Catholic,

ST. LOUIS 


This was a diocese since 1826, an archdiocese since 1847. In establishing 
Catholic periodical publications St. Luuis is the only city of importance 
in Missouri. For its historical development see "Historical Introduction" 
at the beginning of this article. 

THE AMERICAN CELT (l883“93) 

It was an Irish, "Catholic :1c" (all six newspaper directories have it: 
"Catholic")* weekly newspaper, established in 1883 , continuing to 1893 1 
when the St. Louis CITY DIRECTORY listed it for the last time. Scharf 
gave it as "conducted" by Ch. O’Brien Co.; other sources also edited by 
Charles O'Brien, The CITY DIRECTORY gives three addresses, 1886:213 N 
8 th St 0 , l889“903 Olive St., 1892:8l6 Pine St., but the 10 sources say 
nothing about the paper’s contents. 

Details: 8 pages, in 1886:30x44, $4.80; in 189 O: 17x22 $ 2 . 00 , to 1892 the 
same. In 1886 the paper was circulating 13,000; in 1892 , 27,300 copies, 
ending with v.ll. With this high circulation one cannot see why it ceased 
publication.

-Baumgar tner and CAT‘H. BUILDERS IV, 228 list a "DISTMER1KA, a 
most notable German daily in St. Louis, 1872." It can only be a 
mistake in spelling for DIE AMERIKA. 

A microfilm has been completed by MoSV. Perhaps the dates above 
need some changes; they have been constructed from different 
sources sometimes contradictory. 

DIE AMERIKA was a German, "Catholic:3" (later explained), daily (except 
Sunday), called also TAGBLATT (0 17 l872“Jl 9 1924), accompanied by the 
SONNTAGSBLATT, being interrupted from 1921-23, to J1 6 1924, and a 
WOCHENBLATT, weekly from 0 23 1872 to 1903 1 then semi-weekly, and after 
merging with the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS on D 22 1920 (acc. to ULS) the 
latter replacing the WOCHENBLATT from D 29 (acc. to Arndt“01son) 1920- 
N 9 1924 as AMERIKA UND HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, still semi-weekly. 

The idea of a daily was developed by prominent laymen. Henry J. 
Spaunhorst, interested in all church affairs in St. Louis, esp. societies, 
was president of the Central Verein, 1887, later becoming more politically 
involved as a state senator or (Barry, 104; Roth. I, 808) and Anthony 
Roeslein, who asked Msgr. Muehlsiepen, Vicar General for foreigners 
(see his biogr. sketch with PASTORAL BLATT) for a meeting of interested 
German priests, one of whom was Rev. Franz Goller, pastor of St. Peter 
and Paul's church, who gave advice later, too, as friend of Eduard 
Preuss, and various laymen. On 0 5 1871 a plan was formed to start a 
daily; Spaunhorst was chosen president but the preparations took a year 
until the German Literary Society of St. Louis, numbering several hundred 
members (Muehlsiepen was one of the directors, but not active),was ready 
to act as owners and publishers. The business manager was William 
Reinert; the offices were at: 413 Olive St. but moved already on N 27 
1872 to 106 N Third St. (Enzlberger, LIT.H., 1872/3:12, p.262). The 
first issue appeared on 0 17 1872, "very large", 4 pages; "already on 
the first day it had 3,000 subscribers"; its title was DIE AMERIKA, 
ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG FUR WAHRHEIT UND RECHT (general paper for Truth and 
Justice). The first editor was Anton Hellmich* (Enzlberger calls him 
"Senator", aided by ethers, 

''Rothensteiner (11:175) says that he was: "a schoolteacher from 
Illinois, a massive figure and a mighty voice, a Turkish fez on 
his Olympian head, a long German student~pipe dangling from his 
mouth " as editor: a voice and nothing else." 

one assistant was Dr. Eduard Preuss**. 

**He came from Konighberg,a Lutheran minister and preacher in 
St. Louis, editor of the ABENDSCHULE, a weekly paper, who con¬ 
verted to Catholicism. Finally he worked 30 years for the 
AMERIKA, his son Arthur as assistant before he founded the 
REVIEW (Chicago and St. Louis,q.v.) c The father made the AMERIKA 
the best paper of its kind; he "silenced his adversaries with 
short and pregnant articles and created by his noble attitude a 
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kind of truce between the Masons and the Catholics”® (Rcth<>: DIE 
LITo WIRKSAMKEXT,28). Later Joseph Matt (WANDERER, St 0 Paul) 
called him the "prince among the German“American journalists"o 
He died in 1904 0 

Charles H 0 Elker was the commercial editor while Louis Willieh treated 
the local news. When Hellmich resigned on Ja 1? 1878 , Dr a Preuss became 
editor-in-chiefo William Dri}he became, at least in 1892, the new presi”

“"Johannes or John Ernest Rothensteiner, born in St 0 Louis of German™ 
Austrian parents, attended German schools, St» Francis Seminary 
in Milwaukee, was ordained in 1884, in 1887 pastor in Fredericktown, 
Moo where he collected a library, the largest private one in the 
Middle Wes to 10,000 volumes. Here he translated works, made poems, 
which appeared in papers and almanacs, wrote articles for the same: 
besides the AMERIKA, the REVIEW, PASTORAL~BLATT, HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, 
EXCELSIOR (Milwaukee), FAMILIENFREUND 0 In 1907 he was transferred 
to Sto Louis (Holy Ghost parish). Two books of German poems were 
published in 1908 and 1909, in English;191H, while everything else 
was written in German, From 1920-24 he wrote almost daily editor™ 
ials for the AMERIKA on historical, political and literary topics 
and from 1925"28 his two volumes of the HISTORY OF THE ARCHDIOCESE

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We know that Josepn Gummersbach, the representative of Herder, St. Louis, 
played a role for the AMERIKA, certainly as stockholder, but. also in an 
idealistic sense he wanted to help the German periodicals and it is certain 
that the AMERIKA, the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS and the PASTORAL-BLATT would not 
have survived so long without his aid. Msgr. Holweck in the Memorial for 
Gummersbach in PASTORAL-ELATT:59(Ja 1925) tells us the disappointment about 
Gummersbach's last well-meant but unhappy advice for the AMERIKA: 

"Since the end of 1921 it seems impossible to continue the daily 
(there happened some irregularities in the company just when the 
paper prepared for its 50th anniversary). A Mr **Pollara offered 
better management together with an English daily,ST .LOUIS 
AMERICAN. Gummersbach and others sold their interests to a Mr* 
Flynn who began to publish the German and the English paper in 
***Ap 1924 with borrowed money but his business collapsed on J1 9 
1924 without a word of explanation. Gummersbach, already sick, 
died on D 1924. 

Td this story Rothensteiner added that both managers were not Catholics 
but had kept the Catholic employees and the editor J. Otto Pfeiffer who 
together kept the semi-weekly paper to N 9 1924. 

The Paper itself: 

Though the weekly HEROLD EES GLAUBENS existed, since the TAGES CHRONIK 
had died in 1863* a daily political paper was needed for the Catholics of 
St. Louis and Missouri besides the weekly with "old" news. The AMERIKA 
had declared it: 

"will not be what is commonly called a religious or church paper. 
Theological disquisitions and fruitless polemics we will always 
exclude from our columns; on the other hand we will be ever ready 
and prepared fearlessly to meet every attack upon our rights as 
Catholics...in a way with the motto we have chosen (truth and 
justice) and the dignity of our cause... Politically strict in¬ 
dependence (later Democratic). 

Practically at least the editions of the daily were as Catholic as other 
papers calling themselves so. It was an immense program and task to 
undertake such an enterprise, as well as a financial risk to keep three 
papers alive for 52 years. In 1888/89 even a BEILAGE (Supplement) to 
the WOCHENBLATT was added (Arndt-Olson found it). An advertisement in 
the almanac FAMILIENFREUND, St. Louis, of 1892 said: 

"The AMERIKA, a general newspaper, for truth and justice, a 
political-Democratic paper, edited by Catholics, is™so to speak" 
a central organ of the German-Catholics in the U.S., the daily 
$6.00, with Sunday $8.00, the weekly $2.00." 

Or similarly in 1893 in a souvenir-booklet of the Central Verein: 


* Later discovered that this was Col. J. D. Flynn, president of the Amenka Pub. 

Co., editor of this second morning paper. 

**AJso discovered that this was Gee. S. Pollard, former president of Amerika Pub. Co. 
*** Date is possibly My 23 1924 according to a note in AMERIKA, My 24. p. 4 
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’’treats all social, political, religious problems of the day, a 
kind of organ of the German Catholics, telegraphic news from 
Germany and America..signed by Wilhelm Druhe. 

In 1896 "Das katholische Deutschtum" was an article in the paper which we 
saw as special print in NN. When the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS was associated 
with the AMERIKA, the character of the first was more specialized in 
argricultural matter. Its annual FAMILIENFREUND had been taken over too, 
and Saler's calendar, DER HINKENDE BOTE AM MISSISSIPPI, not published 
any more since 1916, was taken up again by a traveling salesman of the 
AMERIKA from 1920-22(q.v.). After the sad end of the AMERIKA the ST.LOUIS 
STAR wrote: 

DIE AMERIKA, founded at the time when German immigration was at 
its height, served a most useful purpose in familiarizing the 
newcomers with the ideals, customs and standards of their adopted 
country0 Its passing on after half a century of good work can be 
attributed to the stoppage of that same immigration" (Roth, adds; 
the last, two decades w.ere a trickle, and since 1914 no movement 
whatever). 

Details; The daily sometimes 4, mostly all issues 8, the Sunday paper 
sometimes 12 pages; at least the daily began as "very large", then around 
23"32 or 28-44; later 16x24 when 16 pages, or 18x23 when 8 pages; first 
daily and Su. $10.00, then $8.00; daily: $6.00; the weekly $2.00. In 
18730 daily and Su, it circulated 10,000, the weekly 22,100; in 1886 the 
daily, 10,000, Su. 16,400, the weekly 39»00°; in 1892; 25*000-12,000- 
25,000; since 1903 the semi-weekly edition was published Tuesday and 
Friday; during the War (directories for 1915“20) only one figure was 
given for all: between 18-21,000; higher in the last four years from 
50, 000 to even 80,000 copies. The paper achieved 54 volumes in each 
edition.

This was a "Catholic :1c" (Rothensteiner wrote: "appeared with the hearty 
approval of Bishop Kenrick," ST.LOUIS CATH. HIS. REV. 1,7), monthly 
magazine, "eclectic) (Middleton), running from v.l“3, nos. 1“2, l843“Jl 
1845. It was founded by Bishop Peter Richard Kenrick and Charles N. 
Holcomb*. Its publisher was from the beginning and further on William 
J. Mullin (printed on the first issue) with an office at the corner of 


♦Holcomb, though named by U,S.CATH.MISCELLANY and U,S.CATH.MAGAZINE, 
Baltimore, as the publisher, must have been more a secretary to 
arrange the material of the bishop, because the bishop's brother, 
Francis Patrick, Bishop of Philadelphia, blamed Holcomb in a letter 
"to have mixed up things badly"; he also did not like the title, 
"Cabinet"as being a "museum for curiosities" (Rothensteiner saw the 
letters). 
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Second and Market Sts, 

The U oS oCATHoMISCELLANY of My 1943 noted a remark in the CABINET? 

"Its editorial department will be superintended by a clergyman to 
be appointed by the bishop*" And Rothensteiher wrote (ST,LOUIS 
CATH. HIST* REV.I,11) the CABINET "appeared with...the helpful 
coo'peration of Fr. O'Hanlon", In O'Hanlon’s book? LIFE AND 
SCENERY IN MISSOURI, 156* he says: VI did some contributions to 
the CABINET, with no name attached to it,,," (see for O'Hanlon 
with CATH, NEWS LETTER, St, Louis) 

No editor was named. From the letters of the two brothers one knows, 
that PoRoKenriek was the editor, at least in the beginning. In Walsh's 
book about the bishop is said? 

Bishop P 0 R,Kenrick started, while still coadjutor (since l84l) the 
CATHOLIC CABINET and edited it.,,, an excellent periodical,,," 

(In S 1843 Bishop Rosati died; Kenrick followed him in that year). 

The bishop was hiding, as he did later with the CATHOLIC NEWS LETTER (1845** 
48), With the approbation he gave in short the aim of the paper? "to 
promote the interests of the Catholic religion in this diocese," Only 
a little of the original matter is signed. One of our sources (Sister 
Buck) believed the magazine became powerful "under the patronage of the 
University of St, Louis", It may be that the professors were contributors. 
Though the Bishop of Philadelphia had encouraged his brother to continue 
after v,l, which was done, and though such magazines were in fashion in 
that time, after a year's publication it announced in the issue of July 
1845; "that circumstances constrained thd publisher to discontinue". The 
U,S,CATHOLIC MISCELLANY:25(1845), 1$ bad copied this sentence, regretting 
that that was the "closing number". 

The magazine's contents were varied: exposition of Catholic principles, 
editorials, essays historical, literary and critical kind, fiction, 

poetry (the latter signed), book reviews, monthly notices of religious 
intelligence covering the development of Catholicity in the diocese of 
these two years; no general "news"; Rothensteiner says it was "done with 
remarkable ability," Mullin, the publisher, wrote on Ag 1843 that he 
regretted so little is done to preserve the early history of the Church 
in America, that this magazine begins and encourages others, A result 
was the printing of 17 articles on "The present state of Catholicism", 
later followed by 17 on the missions, THE CATS, HERALD, Phil, (My 25 184-3), 
the U,S,CATH, MAGAZINE, Baltimore, and the N.Y,FREEMAN'S JOURNAL (Jl 7 1.843) 
praised the good and attractive selections; the CATH,ADVOCATE, LOUISVILLE 
(D 30 1843) liked the long summaries, and the PITTSBURG CATHOLIC found at 
different dates that the magazine was well written.

THE CATHOLIC NEWS LETTE R(n 22 1845-N 15 1846) 

THE ST. LOUIS NEWS LETTER (N 22 1846 - Ap 1 1848)* 

"■AN and Rothensteiner, giving this end date, seem to be more 
reliable than the other sources with 1849; no holdings seem to 
exist after Ap 1 1848. 
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This paper was founded by the bishop and continued with his approbation 
(according to the OATH.DIRECTORIES of 1846,47), though it was not printed 
cn the paper, which did not intend to be "exclusively" Catholic. We have 
to take it - nevertheless - as "Catholic:la", a weekly newspaper, exist¬ 
ing 2 years and 4 months (Rothensteiner), from N 22 1845 - Ap 1 1848. 

The publisher was William J. Mullin (only his name is printed on the 
paper) who before was also the publisher of the same Bishop Peter Richard 
Kenrick's CATHOLIC CABINET. As there and here, the bishop's name is not 
on the paper besides signing official messages. The office was at 16 N 
Third St. The editors were "an association of gentlemen", or, as 
Rothensteiner expresses it: "the editorial work was done by priests 
under the supervision of Bishop Kenrick, one of them was a (later) 
celebrated author: John P. O'Hanlon*. 

In 1890 Canon O'Hanlon tells in his book about Missouri that he 
lived with other priests near the cathedral, having meals with the 
bishop, being always in touch with him, having already contributed 
unsigned articles to the CATHOLIC CABINET, he was now "selected 
for the post of an editor. I had time...but was a novice at writ- 
ing newspaper articles; do...proof reading, composing...". He re¬ 
ports about the lectures of the Archbishop in Lent 1848 and so on. 

Garraghan,128, tells that 0’Hanlon was a seminarian in ill health, 
studying theology privately, who was during winter 1846/4? in 
Kansas City in a French parish, of which he wrote a sketch for the 
NEWS LETTER (My 1 184?). Rothensteiner believed (ST.LOUIS GATH. 
HIST. REV. 1:11) that various articles of local interest were-"no 
doubt"-written by O'Hanlon who had access to the diocesan archives. 
O'Hanlon became later one of the most distinguished members of the 
clergy of St. Louis, wrote different books besides the first quot¬ 
ed, LIFE AND SCENERY IN MISSOURI. 

In v.l, no. 1, "TO THE READERS", the publisher, W.J.Mullin was introduced 
as an experienced man. The aims of the paper were "to contribute to the 
advancement of the cause of literature, morality and religion in St.Louis 
a medium of Catholic inf ormati.on ,.„ .general intelligence ..." "To 
our Protestant Friends" was offered understanding on both sides. Its 
contents included a poem, a lecture or article of religious character, 
domestic news of this and other dioceses; below the masthead where 
Mullin advertised his book and jobprinting there is sometimes a message 
of the bishop, the weekly Catholic Directory of the city, foreign news, 
something about art, music, literature with book reviews, exchanges of 
papers, school problems, news of institutions and societies, important 
conversions, some ads. About v.l was said: "conducted with spirit and 
ability" (U.S.CATH.MAG., Balt.: Ja 1846), or U.S.CATH.MISC. (D 5 1846): 
"the talented journal filling a vacancy". After the change of the title 
for v.2, instead of "Catholic: putting "St. Louis", receivers of the 
first issue feared or complained about changing the attitude. But it- 
was answered: 
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The publication is not and never has been exclusively Catholic in 
its character,,.no other change will be made...it will be a 
Literary and Catholic journal., .in a particular manner to the in¬ 
terests of the Catholic religion in the West". (signed by the 
publisher). Was this half~and half position really needed to win 
Protestants to look for explanations of the Faith into the ST. 
LOUIS NEWS LETTER? 

The contents of v.2 did not change its character which brought at one 
time something for the Germans, then for the Irish, i.e. the founding of 
an Irish Emigrant Society (J1 10 1847) and its activities, reviewed ex¬ 
tensively BROWNSON*S QUARTERLY REVIEW. In S 1847 Mullin, the publisher, 
offered his press for sale at the end of the year (to get a new one,? 
or who else printed the paper then?) and in S 25 the celebrations of the 
new Archdiocese of St. Louis were reported. Rothensteiner knew that 
Archbishop Kenrick's lectures for non-Catholics appeared as a series 
just before the paper ceased to appear in Ap 1 1848. He also knew (St. 

L.CATH.HI.REV.:I;11) that Mullin was not satisfied with the amount of 
historical research done and published, not even with O’Hanlon*s work who 
was the proper recorder having access to the diocesan archives.

This paper under three titles was a "Catholic :1c" (except fron 1918-23? 
"Catholic :1a"), weekly newspaper, which existed from 1885 to 1934(ULS 
has it to Mr 1929 with?; we found it with holdings in 1930 and listed in 
Ayer to 1935). 

I CATHOLIC WORLD ( 1885 - 87 ) was established in 1885 and lasted as a 
"Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper to 1878 *. One of the founders - we know 

*ULS has an establishing date l88l; Mott copied it Alden,Ayer 
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and Rowell have 1885 , and also Rothensteiner, the historian. 
Certainly ULS is wrong with its end=date of 1884 when the CHURCH 
PROGRESS was not ready to merge, 

only this one - was Rev, Owen J. McDonald (see below). The first pub¬ 
lisher was the World Publishing and Printing Co ,5 the first editor and 
manager Rev. C,F.O’Leary*, the first office 513 Elm St. The new paper 

*He came,at 17 years of age, to America from Ireland, studied in 
Cape Girardeau, was ordained in 1873 1 worked in different churches 
of St. Louis and nearby, a very learned man who wrote several 
books in a fine literary style; he was killed by a tornado in 1917 
(Smith,...CALVARY, 140/1).

had to counter a rival, the existing WESTERN WATCHMAN (l867“). Already 
in Ag 1886 Fr. O'Leary left and was replaced on Ag 21 by Cond£ B, Pallen, 
a graduate of St. Louis University who became a known writer(more later 
about him); he was editor and manager. Of the paper itself we know only 
indirectly that it was 

conducted strictly on Catholic principles, counting among its 
contributors many of the ablest and best known writers of the 
West, its editorial department under the direction of Rev. D'Leary, 
a priest who has long devoted himself to the cause of literature;., 
also...the news of the Catholic Temperance and other societies...; 
it is an interesting miscellany, (advertisameht in CATH.DIRECTORY 
of 1886 ) 

It also discussed the labor-problems in its pages (Browne). In 1887 the 
paper was purchased by the St. Louis Catholic Publishing Co., which also 
purchased the CHURCH PROGRESS of Marshall,Ill, (q.v. there) from its 
owner, publisher and editor Rev. Charles Kuhlman (also spelled with two 
n’s) at the end of 1887 so that for merging and moving only a short in¬ 
terruption was needed.

The newcomer from Marshall took the first place in the title and kept 
also for the future its own establishing date: 1878; and continued the 
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counting of its volumes with v. 11; and (acc. to Ayer 1888 & 89 ) was still 
managed for a time by its former owner Charles Kuhlman. The new office in 
St. Louis was at 20 S 6th St., in 1890 already changed to Prince St. To 
find subscribers, the paper - having been a German one but written in 
English “ found a lacuna between the German papers HEROLD DES GLAUBENS 
plus the daily AMERIKA and the WESTERN WATCHMAN for English~Irish readers 
and found readers dissatisfied Here or there, wherefore the paper had to 
reduce its outspoken German character and add some features for the 
English as well as for the Irish. The editor and after a short time also 
manager of the CATHOLIC WORLD remained Cond£ B. Pallen*. The paper had 

*He was a "calm and dispassionate" man, "yet never hesitated to 
advocate a just cause or to antagonize a wrong one"; Pallen "is 
a storehouse of information on historical matter" (says 
Rothensteiner, quoting a source of 1889)* In I 89 O he wrote a 
book: THE CATHOLIC CHURCH AND SOCIALISM... (St. Louis). He 
believed "the failure of the Catholic press was originated by 
being tied too strongly to the cartwheels of the secular press" 
(AM.ECCL.REV. 1949,267); he also pondered why the Catholic 
magazines did not receive recognition by the secular ones. Pallen, 
like Arthur Preuss (see REVIEW,St. Louis) was conservative, "an 
outspoken critic of all liberal innovations;" in 1890 he wrote a 
book:WHAT IS LIBERALISM?, St. Louis.

to the editor; true Catholic editorials... 

or: MONTHLY BULLETIN OF CURRENT LITERATURE, St. Paul (Ja 1893), 137: 

...it probably is the most vigorous Catholic paper in the country 
...; Pallen is gifted with clear ideas on the questions of the day 
and knows how to express them clearly;...some too outspoken but 
none can refuse to do homage to his great sincerety...in defence 
of Catholic truth...". 

Pallen left the paper in 1896 , when the management was changed to an 
Executive Committee, the office was located in the Fullerton Bldg. We 
found some names. Rev. Owen J. McDonald*(already named as one of the 

born in St. Louis, he studied at St. Francis Seminary, Milwaukee, 
was ordained in 1874, worked with parishes in and around St. 

Louis; in 1896 in the city's St. Bridget's, then in St. Anne's 
church. When he died in 1911, the paper's editor, J.P.Chew, 
wrote in it about him: "he was always eminently practical, a 
thinker of new thoughts..., a noble character... . 


founders of the CATHOLIC WORLD) became the manager to 1911 


The editor 
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in 1896, certainly in 1897? was M.M.Snell; then Father J.T.Tuohy (Meehan 
in CATH. ENCYC. called him the "erratic free“lance journalist), Rev. 
Christopher E. Byrne (who became Bishop of Galveston, Tex. in 1908), the 
latter attached to the same church, St. Bridget's, as Fr. McDonald; but 
at least from 1906 (Ayer)ff. the editor was John Paul Chew, who remained 
with the paper to 1934. In 1898 it merged with and absorbed the then 
Kansas City (Kansas)“paper: CATHOLIC (founded at Olathe, Kansas, q.v.) 
which had existed since 1882.

A change of importance came up somewhat prior to Mr 1918*: 

*We saw at Midwest Inter-Library Center, Chic, a copy of THE CH. 
PROGRESS, St. Louis, v.4l no 50 (Mr 24 1918), established in l8?8, 
Cath. Publishing Co., office at 7th and Pine St., with the follow¬ 
ing names: as officers and directors: Very Rev. John Ryan, Rt. 

Rev. Msgr. O.J.S.Hooh, Rev. T.J.Walsh, Rev. C.E.Byrne, Rev. Patrick 
Dooley and J. Gummersbach (besides Byrne all new for the paper); 
address:Fullerton Bldg. 

That is ” it seems - an official committee, probably acting as publisher, 
too, for the archdiocese; also the approbation of the Archbishop of St. 
Louis, and the Bishops of Wichita, Kansas, St. Joseph, Mo,, and Belleville, 
Ill. is printed on the paper. Manager is Rev. C.B,Byrne, editor still 
John Paul Chew. How long the paper remained an official organ "Catholic 
:1a" we only can suggest, since we found that in 1923 the Vincentian 
Fathers had taken over the management (who was the publisher?); it was 
then again "1c", the paper had not been very successfull according to 
circulation figures going down from 33?730 in 1906 to 10,000 towards 
1913• John Paul Chew, still editor, had to begin again with 6,300 
subscribers in this last period, reached again 10,000 in 1916 and even 
16,000 in 1932 but the competition for CHURCH PROGRESS as well as for the 
older WESTERN WATCHMAN with two new Catholic papers (1921 :THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD and 1932: THE ST. LOUIS CATHOLIC) made both resign, the WATCHMAN 
on D 5 1933? our paper with no circulation figures in Ayer anymore finally 
in 1934.

St, Louis begins but after the change to Cincinnati the paper re¬ 
mains dated for St. Louis, too; the jubilee number in 1927 has 
still both cities on its top. For the establishing date, given 
as 1885 , or 86 , or 88, we counted back from copies seen (v.4l,no 
83 Ap 1 19279 or v.15 no 10 (My 15 1900) and came to 1885 of the 
second title, probably beginning a new series. 

THE CENTRAL CATHOLIC KNIGHT was in St, Louis a "Catholic :2” monthly socie 
paper from l883“85, for the Order of the Catholic Knights of America 
(established in 1.877)« It was edited and published by John L. Spalding 
and published by the same J.L.Spalding & Co,; it seems to have been a 
local publication. 

THE C.K. of A.: NEWS in St. Louis, "Catholic:2", still monthly for the 
same society, published and edited by John D, Nevilles from 1885-1900,it 
seems still local because of its low circulation figures; its address was 
132.2 Hogan St, 

THE C.K, of A.:JOURNAL, St. Louis, of the same kind under a new publisher 
and editor, A.S.Chapmann; office in the Temple Bldg. He was with the 
paper at least in My 15, 1900, and remained with it to 1901, 

THE C.K. of A.: JOURNAL, Cincinnati, Ohio, was its continuation, is only 
new the "official organ" of the Order; the Order signed as publisher; 
Joseph Berning was the editor until 1955 when N.J.Berning took over 
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around that time, certainly since I960. Still besides the address 2.17 E„ 
8th in St 0 Cincinnati is given the one of St. Louis N. 8th St, At least 
since 1939 the paper was "approved by the proper authorities of the 
Archdiocese of Cincinnati (Wynhoven). In 192? the Order, a fraternal 
insurance company for Catholic families, celebrated its centenary, with 
a jubilee number, on Ap first. We saw that number, v.4l old series or 
v»31 new series; already copies of 1900 were marked with both series® 

We believe it possible to link this with a remairk of Ayer in his listing 
of 1902 : "issues a 4-page weekly, too" which would have been founded in 
Ja 1896 in Sto Louis, perhaps then dropped and its numbering kept as new 
series* We have no other trace of that weekly. 

Details? The monthly CENTRAL CATHOLIC KNIGHT had 16 pages, 9x12, price, 
$1.00. The monthly NEWS had 8 pages, 10-13 or 11x15, 50 cents also the 
semi"monthly JOURNAL in St. Louis; no circulation of the first is known. 

The NEWS began in 1895 with 3,700 only 1,000 in 1892 and 2,500 in 1895 
and 97; nc further figures known in St. Louis. In Cincinnati the JOURNAL 
continued with 8 pages, 11x15, priced at only 25 cents, with a circulation 
of 30,000 in 1903, 25,000 in 1906, 20,000 in 1923, 15,000 in 1932, 12,000 
in 1942, and 10,000 in i960. In 1961 v. 75 was published.

Beaugrand as publisher and Charles de Gagnrf as editor in Fall River, Mass, 
(q.v.). Disappointed there they tried this paper in St. Louis. Beaugrand 1 s 
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next attempt was LA REPUBLIQUE in Boston, its first number appeared 
0 1 1873*5 therefore L'ECHO of St. Louis must have been discontinued prior 

*this paper was also dated for St. Louis to 1877, acc. to Rowell: 
St. Louis: LA REPUBLIQUE, Sat. 8 p. 29x42, $4.00 established 1875» 
circulating 894 copies, H. Beaugrand editor and publisher. We did 
not take it for our list in Boston, and mention it only here, be¬ 
cause Beaugrand was joined soon by a fallen~away priest, writing 
in an anti-Catholic way.

it belongs to the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, St. Louis 

It was a German, "Catholic:lc n , annual calendar, which started in 1886 
(Keiter); this means, for a calendar, published in the fall of 1886, "fur 
das Jahr 1887", the holdings show that, too. There existed a forerunner 
in l873"74-?; see ILLUSTRIERTER HAUSFREUND. It seems rather certain that 
it existed as long as the HEROLD: the last calendar was published in 1923 
for the year 1924. In those last years “ after 1916 “ the HEROLD was 
managed by the AMERIKA, St. Louis, on the title page of the FAMILIENFREUND 
was not printed anymore "Herold des Glaubens" but "German Literary Society, 
18 S 6th St.," the publisher and address of the AMERIKA. The latter it" 
self suddenly stopped its publication during Fall, 1924. The calendar 
was given as an annual gift to each subscriber but it was also sold 
singly. On each title page was marked: "For sale: B. Herder Book Co., 

17 S Broadway". Each issue also advertised the HEROLD, and after 1916 
DIE AMERIKA. With 65,000 copies it reached, already in 1886, the 
Middle and South West. 

It was made as "a guide for young and old", brought some items in 
Plattdeutsch (a German dialect), was "richly illustrated", later with 
a whole-page picture in color, its contents was "sincere" (Enzlberger, 
1.892), had a large amount of reading matter (DER SENDBOTE, Cincinnati) 
of "more than ordinary merit" (AVE MARIA); 'for many years the best 
German-American writers offered contributions of literary and historical 
character (Rothensteiner). We (DCU) own some copies; 50”60 pages out. of 
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about 150 are advertisements, it contains more European topics, but the 
tales often have also an American background; the Catholic missions play 
a great role and also the descriptions of newly built churches and schools 
From the many poems published therein, most are original poems by 
Rothensteiner (see biographical sketch with AMERIKA). Strongly involved 
as contributors were, Rev. F. G, Holweck (see with PASTORAL BLATT, St. 
Louis), Rev. Peter Wigger and Rev. J. N. Enzlberger of the HEROLD, and 
later Bonaventura Hammer, O.F.M. We do not know anything of the last 
years, besides an advertisement on the PASTORAL BLATT of 1919 1 that it 
carried "always good tales and up-to-date comments of political events."

" THE GUARDIAN, devoted to religion, literature, art, politics and general 
intelligence (D 30 l865"N 14 1868); absorbed by 
WESTERN WATCHMAN , St. Louis (N 1868) 

This "Catholic :1c", weekly literary magazine-like (acc. to contents), news 
paper (acc. to appearance), existed from D 30 I 865 -N 14 1868. It was 
founded, edited and managed by James Clemens and published and printed by 
John Daly's Printing House, the office at the corner of 5th and Pine St. „ 
It was devoted first to "religion"; many early publications avoided the 
word "Catholic", but all our sources call this one so except the CITY 
DIRECTORY and the paper itself. The N.Y.FREEMAN*S JOURNAL (Ja 27 1866) 
writes: 


"a weekly paper has been started in the interest, more especially, 
of Catholic ideas...; its editor, Mr. Clemens, a gentleman of 
ability and excellent character...; the first numbers do credit to 
the enterprise." 
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It carried the motto: "Arcet, Tuetur: Justice a breastplate, true judge¬ 
ment a helmet, equity an invincible shield (Wisdom, 19)." It contained 
editorials, fiction, some sketches and some news and advertisements. In 
the first issue was a reprint of Newman's answer to Dr. Pusey on the 
maternity of the Blessed Virgin. In each issue was a column of Catholic 
affairs. It protested against imprisonment of Fr. Hillner for having 
preached without having taken the test-oath (Drake-Constitution, finally 
declared as unconstitutional). The paper was founded when all English and 
German attempts, except the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, had failed; the secular 
papers preached "enlightenment" so a Catholic paper was needed; neverthe¬ 
less the GUARDIAN gave up at the moment when Fr. David S. Phelan trans¬ 
ferred his WESTERN WATCHMAN from Edina to St. Louis, Mr. Clemens gave his 
material over to Fr. Phelan in N 1868.

FLEURS DE LIS (l891“1921?) 

It was a "Catholic :1c", quarterly, then (?1919“1921) bi-monthly school- 
paper, from l899“1921? (when Ayer listed it the last time, but it may have 
existed longer), published and edited by the students of St. Louis Univer¬ 
sity-College, more precisely, founded by the junior rhetoric class ("flowery" 
language of rhetoric may have inspired the title?); the French here does 
not mean that it was written in French. We found one judgment on the paper, 
by Arthur Preuss, in his REVIEW, St. Louis (N 30 1899)' 

...an attractive quarterly just started by the members of the 
Junior Rhetoric Class of St. Louis University. The typographical 
character of the little periodical is fine and some of its articles 
are very clever... 

From 1916 a special commencement issue is preserved, of 138 pages, printed 
by Mulligan Printing Co., illustrated, with contents about college-life, 
scientific sketches, etc. The paper was also exchanged with other school- 
papers but no judgments given. 

Details: the quarterly of 1899/1900 and 1900/1901 had 46 p. of 6 1/2x9, 
or 64 p. of 7x10; "later" it was published bi-monthly, certainly in 1916, 
when its size was 8x11 and its price $1.00.

PER HEROLD DES GLAUBENS ( THE HERALD OF THE FAITH ) 

(Ja 1852-D 22 1920) 

(See first KATH0L1SCHES SONNTAGSBLATT (Ja I85O-D I85I) Having merged 
with the AMERIKA , St. Louis, becoming: 

AMERIKA UND HEROLD DES GLAUBENS D 29 1920-N 9 1924) 

PER HEROLD DES GLAUBENS,EIN KATHOLISCHES SONNTAGSBLATT (after l8?5 
WOCHENBLATT), was a German, "Catholic :1c" (after 1$75an almost official 
foreign language organ of many dioceses), a weekly newspaper. It con" 
tinued the KATHOLISCHES SONNTAGSBLATT, St. Louis (q.v.), Ja I85O-D 31, 
which was financially struggling under Rev. Martin Seisl, S.J., who sold 
it to Franz Joseph Saler (see biographical sketch with TAGES-CHRONIK, St. 
Louis). Some of our sources (ULS, Rothensteiner) count this two years 
with the HEROLD, and have it established in I85O; the Cath. Directories 
begin to list the HEROLD only in 1853• Saler continued the old paper on 
Ja 1852, gave the new title, was its printer, and the Saler Publishing 
House was its publisher up to 1874. The first office was at the S.W. 
corner of Second and Market Sts., where already, in 1851, the TAGES-CHRONIK 
had started. From the latter he added the editor to the new paper, Anton 
Boeckling (l852“58; in CITY DIR. still in i860) and by Dr. Thomas (acc. 
to Rothensteiner) Baumstart, a distinguished convert, who remained to 
the end of the war. In 1863 Saler had sold the TAGES-CHRONIK, and got 
for the HEROLD a new office at 3 Convent St. Professor Dr. W. Dohns* 

*For this name Enzlberger may be the best source (1892), since 
he was somewhat later editor of the same paper, spelling it 
"Dohns”, possible for a German name. Other sources do not name 
him or (like Rowell, Arndt-Olson) write it "Johns". With this 
name existed a priest, initial W. (PASTORAL BLATT, 1917) or the 
same person with initial F. in Smith's book CALVARY, 26, even 
that he was editor of the HEROLD; no "Professor Dr." possible 
for this person, and the story written much later, is therefore 
less reliable . 

was editor around 1867, at least to S 1869. 

On N 14 1869 H. Baumstark began as editor (Rowell has in 1871s "Pro¬ 
fessor H." Baumstark, perhaps the same person as "Dr. Thomas Baumstark 
above?) who remained to S 1870; John Baptist Muller^followed on Je l8? 
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*it seems to be the Johann Baptist Muller who was then in Detroit 
editor of the STIMMEN DER WAHRHEIT. The years l8?l-?2 would fit 
with his work, in Detroit • It aTiao a. ttva.t 

in St. Louis and later in Detroit during Lis time a contriLutox 
was Rev. Paul von Haza-Radlitz. This J.B Muller was also the 
author of a SCHEMATISMUS (a German Catholic Directory) of 1882. 

1871 1 while since 1867 Rev. Paul von Haza-Radlitz (nowhere given in 
clergy lists found only with a group of Jesuits in 1880 in Washington, 

Mo.), a poet, was contributor. The next editor, from 1872 - 78 , was Rev. 
Peter Wigger*. 

*Peter Wigger, born in Westphalia in 1838 , came to St. Louis in 
1869 as pastor of St. Francis de Sales 1 . Gifted with literary 
talents he contributed to the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS and then became 
for six years its editor. Of delicate health, he died in Mr 1878 . 

The paper had prospered; it had many regular contributors, as seldom a 
paper of this kind has (said Enzlberger); its area widened to the Middle 
and South We§t. In 1873 and 187 ^ a calendar was published: ILLUSTRIERTER 
HAUSFREUND FUR DAS KATHOLISCHE VOLK (q.v.), given as an annual gift to the 
subscribers; it seems it was not continued when the catastrophe came. 

The publishing house of Saler collapsed in S 187 ^. Saler's goodness in 
lending money, his bad bookkeeping and other circumstances caused the 
bankruptcy; he lost everything and was also obliged to sell the HEROLD 
DES GLAUBENS, which was in danger of being discontinued. Rev. Peter 
Wigger and other friends of Fr. Brockhagen wanted him, who had been for 
years a contributor, to take over but the somewhat vulgar style of his 
writings was not to the taste of another group. Meanwhile the bankruptcy 
trustees agreed to the offer of Rev. F. J. Wachter, a compatriot of Saler 
(no initials, or C„ or J. in CATH.DIR., or F.S. with Rowell, but F.J. in 
contemporary CITY DIRECTORY, Gould) to substitute as editor and publisher. 
It seems that B. Herder Book Co. already took over the printing as this 
firm also took over in 187 ^ from Saler the PASTORAL BLATT (Grothe,39). 

The other group, under the Vicar General (for the German Catholic 
foreigners) Heinrich Muhlsiepen and Mr. Joseph Gummersbach, representative 
of Herder, (about both biographical sketches with the PASTORAL BLATT, 

Sto Louis) had a meeting on My 17 1873» consisting of five laymen, to 
decide about the paper's fate. They founded the German Printing and 
Publishing Association, which purchased the paper, becoming owner and 
publisher; Fritz Harbers was the first president, G.H.Timmermann, vie# 
president, Gummersbach, secretary; the office was at 309 Convent St, 

The title remained; the subtitle changed from "Sonntagsblatt" to "ein 
katholisches Wochenblatt", Harbers acted as the first manager and 
Gummersbach "was forced by circumstances to take over completely" (says 
Holweck, PASTORAL BLATT:59 (Ja 1925il”5) ” we do not know exactly what that 
means for him as representative of the firm of Herder; being publisher? 

He made a new constitution in 1876 . If taking over of the association 
from Fro Wachter happened soon after My 17 1873 or only now, we were not 
able to find out. Harbers soon was replaced as manager by H.J.Krabbe 
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(listed by Rowell. l 8 ?7); Rothensteiner was given as manager and as 
editor from 1875 ff. Franci.s Cramer, who resigned on F 5 l 8?8 (listed 
1877-9 in CITY DIR.)o As editor he was succeeded by William Schwarz and 
as manager we found Joseph Wegmann (though Scharf has him as editor) until 
he was followed in fall, 1878 by Ludwig (or Louis)Blankemeier. Timmermann 
is listed as president to 1890 in CITY DIR., then it was Muehlsiepen to 
1903, Gummersbach 1904 ff. Of Schwarz, the editor, we know that he refused 
the overly popular contributions, mostly complaints, of Fr. Brockhagen, 
pastor of Maxville, now of 0®Fallon, Mo., which resulted in the founding 
of the KATHOLISCHER HAUSFREUND there (q.v.). Under Schwarz, called 
"Schneider Spitzig", who was listed as editor with the members of the 
Association to 1905» and under Blankemeier, with the paper at least to 
1911, it again flourished and its influence grew. In 1890 , Rowell added 
to the listing of the HEROLD: "issues also DER LANDWIRTH (The Farmer). We 
found in Dunson: DER LANDWIRTH, ed. by W, Wernich (l891“92), St. Louis, 
which seems to be the same, probably an edition. During these years Alden 
and Ayer advertise the HEROLD as "read by the entire Catholic population - 
of the West; it is the official organ for several diocesesFor many 
years the HEROLD published an annual almanac, DER FAMILIENFREUND (q.v.), 
given as a gift to its subscribers, but also sold by Herder Book Co., 1886- 
1924. In Enzlberger J s SCHEMATISMUS ( 1892 ) the HEROLD was advertised: 
"largest size,.., fitting to all dioceses. Recommended by 20 (later by 24) 
Archbishops and Bishops in America, for the Catholic family, a chronicle 
of all events in the history of the Church, conscientiously edited by able 
clerical and secular journalists,(with) news of the U.S. and foreign 
countries." 

Besides Schwarz, for a short time (?l895)i Clemens Wellenbriick was editor, 
followed in 1895 by Rev. J.N.Enzlberger*. His "Tagesglossen" had appeared 

*Johann Nepomuk Enzlberger was born in Austria and came after school 
with other young men destined to be future priests to America, to 
the Seminary in Milwaukee, was ordained in 1875 and worked in the 
diocese of Alton. Already at home he had contributed to a news¬ 
paper; now he came in contact with Wm. Kuhlmann 1 s paper DIE GLOCKE, 
Evansville, Ind. and became its editor, though not living there. 

He resigned when a series of educational articles was not to the 
liking of the publisher ( 1883 ). He wrote for the STERNENBANNER, 
Logansport, Ind. Then Gummersbach called him to St* Louis, after 
he had been writing under the pen-name Sacerdos Piopo Citanus (he 
lived in Piopolis) contributor to the HEROLD. He was especially 
gifted in statistical work; we know his SCHEMATISMUS DER KATHOLISCHEN 
GEISTLICHKETI.o„(a Cath. Directory of German priests in Am.), and 
in 1892, or in 1883 a series of PROTOPLASTISCHE STUDIED about wrong 
teachings in science in schools with a wonderful humor; his style 
clear and sharp. During 17 years he wrote the "Tagesglossen" about 
the Church in America for the HEROLD; he criticized often very 
bluntly Americanization and was leading in the fight for keeping 
up the German language; he was for the "Katholiken-Tage" and the 
"Priesterverein"o He had become famous with all that but he had 
hurt many; A bishop complained about him; he had a fight with 
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Fr» Ho Brockhagen of O’Fallon, A conservative, he fought against 
everyone more modern. In 1902 he was transferred to Germantown, 
where he gave up writing completely and all former interests’, 
disappointed, he died at 55 years in 1907 (obituaries in N (3) 1907 
in HEROLD and AMERIKA). 

to J1 1902. Occasionally Rothensteiner 1 s poems were published (more about 
him with AMERIKA) in the HEROLD, and also some literary and historical 
sketches. Prospering, the paper celebrated its 50th jubilee with a special 
number on S 26 1900; Arthur Preuss had, in 0 1899» written of this paper; 
"certainly one of the ablest...offering much original matter"; it had 
spread to the Scut-h and Middle West. In 1900 there was also published by 
the HEROLD a JAHRHUNDERTBUCH (Book of the Century). 

For the following years we were not able to find names of editors and 
managers: the paper, although listed in Ayer, gives no names. In 1904 
the office is listed at 4l2 - l4 Temple Bldg, in Ayer still to 1920, though 
other sources have it moved to the Amerika Bldg., built since 1907 in 18 
S 6th St. From 1915/16 onward the HEROLD, already printed by the AMERIKA, 
was slowly taken over, merged finally on D 22 1920.into the AMERIKA; it 
appeared on D 29 for the first time under the combined title: AMERIKA UND 
HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, taking the place of the semi-weekly WOCHENBLATT of 
the daily AMERIKA, which kept still its SONNTAGSBLATT. The task of the 
German Printing and Publishing Association was over, given up to the 
German Literary Society of St. Louis, the publisher of the AMERIKA. It 
is politically Democratic and specialized for agricultural matter. The 
change was good for both papers; two semi-weekly papers in the same place 
would have been too much. Rothensteiner speaks of the decline of the 
HEROLD, caused by the decline of the German language. The double-title 
was by Ayer listed for the last time in 1925 (q.v. with AMERIKA for 
details). Attaining an old age was partly the merit of Joseph Gummersbach 
who guided and influenced the publishing of both papers with much prudence, 
says Fr. Holweck in the Memorial for Gummersbach. 

Details: the paper was published Sundays to 1875» then Wednesdays, later 

with the AMERIKA: semi-weekly: Tuesday and Friday to 1924. Probably 
always 8 pages with 5 1 then 6 columns; "small", and "enlarged" in size 
in 1852 , in 1868 : 2 . 6 x 38 , in 1875 • 32x45, in 1876 even 36x45, but around 
1890 ff. 18 x 22 ; its price in i860, $2.00; l 868 :$ 2 . 50 ; 1876 ff.$2.00; not 
known after 1900. It circulated in 1871, 3*000; in 1875*2,750, after the 
change in 1876 , only 2,000; in 1880:8,400; 1883 , 12,800; 1890 , 17,250; 1895 
33,277; 1900:38,277; in 1904:42,769 copies; later no figures given. ULS 
recorded v. 1 - 71 , no 16 from 1850-D 22 1920, which, it seems, is the date 
before it was completely merged into the AMERIKA.

DER HINKENDE BOTE AM MISSISSIPPI* (l855“19l6; 1920-22) 

This title: THE LIMPING MAN (because mostly old men sold those 
calendars from house to house in the country) was an imitation of 
the famous and widespread calendar in German-speaking countries in 
Europe and in America already, too: DER LAHRER (Lahr, a city in 
the Black Forest, Germany) HINKENDE BOTE; which was Protestant,and 
rather anti-clerical, even anti-Catholic. 

DER HINKENDE BOTE AM MISSISSIPPI was a German, "Catholic :1c", annual 
calendar, founded and published by Franz Joseph Saler (biographical 
sketch with TAGES-CHRONIK, St. Louis) in 1855, who as a boy had known the 
Protestant calendar and wanted to give the Catholic German in Missouri 
a Catholic one, the first of this kind published in America. It was 
printed on Saler 8 s press in his "Tirolerhaus". Rev. Franz August Ostrop 
from Quincy, Ill. was his co-publisher and a contributor (this priest 
founded in 1874 a paper in his city, the QUINCY GERMANIA, q.v.); Saler 
found other contributors and helped himself. But finally when in l8?4 
his publishing house failed, he lost everything, also his paper DER 
HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, but the new owners of the latter made "Papa Saler" 
a gift of the calender and continued to publish it. That he did, 
collecting with interest the material, very much oriented to the 
entertainment of the readers; many advertisements made it pay. To pro¬ 
cure the latter he visited his clients for 38 years up to his 83 rd year. 
Since 1875 the calendar - in connection with the HEROLD - was printed 
and sold by B, Herder Book Co. Who collected the contents after Saler's 
death in F 1893? we only can suppose Herder or the editors of the HEROLD. 
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The calendar ceased in 1916 when the HEROLD began to be merged with the 
AMERIKA. But four years later, one of the AMERIKA*S traveling salesmen, 
perhaps even "limping’', took up the idea; "Der alte KrUger" got the 
material and the AMERIKA published it from 1920-22; then the main period 
of calendars was over and the hitherto isolated farmers were able to get 
newspapers . 

Two years after the founding of Saler's calendar, the Protestant LAHRER 
HINKENDE BOTE tried to counteract with DER REITENDE BOTE DES MISSISSIPPI, 
but only from l857“79. There were also Catholic rivals for Saler's 
calendar. The publishing house of Benziger in Switzerland had started a 
branch in Cincinnati in 1856 and quickly published the CINCINNATIER HINK- 
ENDER BOTE (q.v. Cine.), 1857“? 70 1 which was followed up to I 89 O (?) by 
the ILLUSTRIERTER CINCINNATIER HINKENDER BOTE.

*This title was the one of a paper forbidden in the homeland by 
Austrian censorship. It was republished in Chicago for a time as 
CHICAGO HLAS (not Catholic).

HLAS was a Bohemian (of Czech), "Catholic :1c", weekly, 1905 ff. semi¬ 
weekly newspaper, started in 1871*, and ceased within the same year. It

was revived on 0 1 1873 and lasted to Ap 14: 1950 its founder and reviver 
as an organ for the Bohemian Catholics in the U.S. was Rev. Josef Hessoun 
with the support of the Bohemian Literary Society, signing as editor to 
the end of the paper, Fr, Hessoun being the editor and manager to 1906. 
The CITY DIR. gives five addresses (1625 Rosati St., 1822 Menard, 1626 
S 12th St., 1833 of the same) before it became in 1899 the address of 
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*born in 1830 (Capek 251), we did not find when he came to America 
and where he studied for priesthood, Fr » Hessoun bought in St. 

Louis a non-Catholic Bohemian paper, POZOR (Evening) AMERICKY 
(Hessoun, book, 24), which had existed from 1864-67 (letter MoSHi.) 
for I 85 O and continued it as KATOLICKE NOVINY in Chicago, only for 
two years: l867”68. In St. Louis a.non-Catholic Bohemian paper, 
NARODNY NOVINY tried in 1868, but gave up in 1869. To his new paper, 
for which a literary society had made the start possible Fr. Hessoun 
took the well known title HLAS but was forced to (1871) give up 
soon. He had the courage to try again in 1873» this time success" 
fully. He was pastor, already in 1867* of the Bohemian church in 
St. Louis, St. John Nepomuk and remained with it to his death; 
its address 1625 S 11 St. was given also to the paper from 1899“ 
perhaps to 1924. The OATH DIR. lists his name the last time in 1906 
probably he had died in that year. 

St, John Nepomuk: .1625 S 11th St. From 1873-83 the HLAS was the only 
Czech Catholic paper in the U.S. In 1883 , especially in Chicago, began 
the publication, first of the CECHOSLOVAN, then of nine other papers, 
especially KATOLIK and NAROD (l893 and 94 +) by the Benedictine Frs. 
in Chicago. Fr. Hessoun had, as far as we know, only once (l882”83) an 
assistant editor, Rev. Josef M. Koudelka (who, at l6,came to America, 
studied at St. Francis, Milwaukee, was ordained in 1875* and became in 
1907 auxiliary bishop in Cleveland). The HLAS was politically at first 
Independent, soon Democratic. In 1886 an 8-page literary supplement was 
added, still listed in 1890, but not further, perhaps,monthly?; the paper, 
with 4,000 subscribers had become "nation-wide". In 1890 the society 
bought a printing plant. The financial difficulties were tremendous. 

From 1897 onward Fr. Hessoun is listed as Monsignor. The Wednesday paper 
was changed to a semi“weekly in S 1905, Tuesday and Friday; It was very 
alive shortly before the death of Msgr. Hessoun, always "thoroughly 
Catholic" (Roth. HIST 11:351). 

The Bohemian Literary Society, the Catholic tendency., and the address of 
the church remained the same but no name of a new editor was listed in 
the newspaper directoriesjas publisher and editor was given the Society. 

Only in 1924 we found a layman being editor, Dr. Hynek Dostol, who just 
as well may have begun in 1907 ; certainly the paper had been well guided 
since. To the semi-weekly, in 1908, another publication was started: 

CESKA ZENA, a monthly magazine for women, mainly under the sar^e management. 
In 1915 an annual calendar was added: HLAS; KALENDi^R PRO CESKE KAT0L1KY V 
AMERICE. Since 1832; (CPD Meier), or earlier, a new address, 1611 S 1.1th 
St., remained to the end. In the time up to 1945 the HLAS and the CESKA 
ZENA had changed their purposes; the CESKA ZENA had become a well read 
Saturday family paper (Ayer lists only this under "C", the HLAS hanged on), 
the latter more for farmers and workers; it continued that way up to Ap 
14 1950^ the end of both and probably of the calendar, too. 

The "Bohemian Voice" has been a bond of love and mutual helpfulness be¬ 
tween the Bohemian Catholics scattered around the U.S." (Roth.HIST.11:331)< 
"its good accomplished can hardly be estimated, it was teacher, guide and 
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comforter to the Bohemians all over the U.S.", Fr. Hessoun was called the 
"St. Louis Papa" (CATH. BUILDERS 11:43); "HLAS was the strongest voice of 
Czech Catholics in America," Msgr. Hessoun "a renowned leader" (CapeK,lll).

538/9)o Also in 1880,he edited the YOUTH'S MAGAZINE, published by 
Herder to 1886. In 1888 he was made Bishop of Wichita, Kansas.

Only during those years it is possible that a special edition for 
St. Louis was made to compete with Saler's DER HINKENDE BOTE...and 
Herder's KALENDER FUR ZEIT UND EWIGKEIT. .Benziger's publication 
was a German, "Catholic :1c", annual calendar, containing tales, 
anecdotes, rules for the weather, views the farmer in popular 
style, with beautiful woodcuts; about 38 pages. No other details 
known.

It was a German, "Catholic:lc", annual calendar, published since 
1864 by the publishing house of Herder, Freiburg, Germany and 
advertised 1873 ff. for St. Louis, when there was founded a branch 
of Herder. In an advertisement of 1882 it was expressed "edited 
for St. Louis" perhaps with different contents for America. Alban 
Stolz, (an important popular and patriotic priest writer) was in 
Germany the editor; the edition planned in 1882 was substituted by 
DER SENDBOTE, because he was sick. We know that he died in 1883 , 
but we do not know the next editor. In 1889 the SENDBOTE described 
the calendar of Herder as "serious...with deep truth in readings, 
easy to understand, some biographies and survey of events in the 
world; good illustrations. Herder in Freiburg and St. Louis, 
published in 1912 v. 3 of ALBAN STOLZ'S PREDIGTEN (SERMONS).

Martin Seisl from Austria, a Jesuit, pastor of St. Joseph's Church in 
St. Louis, edited by him, and published by E. Kessel (who was formerly 
employed in Saler's printing office). It lasted one year, when it was 
sold to Franz Joseph Saler, also from Austria in D 1851 . He continued it, 
after having changed the title to H3R0LD DES GLAUBSNS (Ja 1852 ff.). Our 
sources state that Fr. Seisl was urged to found the paper as an antidote 
to the radical, anti-clerical and even anti~Catholic ANZEIGER DES WESTENS 
in St. Louis and also that his financial struggle was the reason for 
giving up. Saler, owner of the TAGESCHRONIK, then prosperous, was able 
to come to his rescue.

THE DAILY EVENING LEADER (Jl 1856 -D 1857) 
(absorbed THE PIL0T 7“St. Louis, 1856 ) 
the weekly called SUNDAY LEADER (0 1856 -D 1857) 
(continued as THE LEADER “ Ap 1858 , not Catholic) 
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THE LEADER, with the subtitle: "a literary, political family paper", 
supposed to be "Catholic :1c", but changed in fall, 1856 to "3": still 
Catholic but mainly political; it was a magazine like newspaper with semi” 
annual volumes: 1~3 from Mr 10 l855"S 1856 . Meanwhile a St. Louis 
Democratic paper, THE PILOT, had been purchased and absorbed, and " over” 
lapping - since J1 . 1856 , a daily started :v.l: THE DAILY EVENING LEADER, 
the much expected English Catholic daily (in AN it is listed as ST. LOUIS 
LEADER) which lasted to D 1857? parallel to the weekly, its v.4, called 
now SUNDAY LEADER, also to D 1857 (see holdings of D 26). In 1857? a 
presidential election year, the Democrats opposing Buchanan, brought a 
temptation to the editor, to join the fight for the Democratic party, in 
neglecting to a certain degree the Catholicity of the daily paper. The 
election over, the daily ended with the year 1857? and the SUNDAY LEADER 
became again THE LEADER, but no longer Catholic to Ap 6 1858 . 

In 1855 THE LEADER was needed because after the SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY 
of I 85 O had died in 185 ^? there was only the German TAGES-CHRONIK left. 
Therefore a group of English Catholics asked Bishop leter Richard 
Kenrick for advice. It was the fifth paper he helped to start. One 
knows from his letters to his brother, Archbishop Francis Patrick 
Kenrick of Baltimore, that this problem was mentioned on F 1856 . In 
Baltimore. Dr. Jedediah V. Huntington, Esq.* was known as a good editor 

*Huntington had studied medicine and become an Episcopalian 
minister; he converted to Catholicism (1849) and edited in 185 ^ 
v.2 of THE METROPOLITAN in Baltimore; he was the author of poems 
and a Catholic novel: ROSEMARY. In St. Louis, as editor of 
THE LEADER in 1855 he became more interested in politics, but 
Rothensteiner says of him: "he honestly tried to show that 
religion had more influence on politics without politics control¬ 
ling religion." He returned early in 1858 to Baltimore, but not 
to edit the METROPOLITAN again. 

of a literary and Catholic magazine. The Catholic Institute of St. 

Louis invited him as lecturer and asked him to start for them a Catholic 
journal. Arrangements were made, subscriptions raised and paid to Dr. 
Huntington who became owner and editor~in chief. A PROSPECTUS was 
published on F 7 1855: 

Prospectus of the new Catholic paper of St. Louis: THE LEADER, 
a...newspaper, ed. by J. V. Huntington, will be devoted to politi¬ 
cal and to the temperate discussion of every question that con¬ 
cerns us as free citizens of this great Republic...(N.Y.FREEMAN'S 
JOURNAL quoted). 

The editor-in-chief was aided by Donald McLeod, later by W. A. Seay and 
E.W.Johnson. The first number appeared: 

"received the first number...THE LEADER is marked with a high 
order of talent and a very finished taste. It is a bold enter" 
prise to undertake such a paper so far to the West.largely of 
literary character... $2.50 (N.Y.FREEMAN«S JOURNAL). 
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DCU has volume 1, nos. i”26 (Mr 10~S 1 1855) with 16 pages in each issue, 

5 of them advertisements. The masthead says, published Saturday evening; 
on p. 10/11 a long introduction: 

"a literary newspaper, at the same time a Catholic paper, a melange 
of good things. It needed four months to start it in the West; it 
is secular in the management and in its matter to a great extent, 
but still Catholic in its ends...not because it is filled with 
pious readings but because everything is directed by Catholic 
principles, Faith and Morality. 

Its contents: a serial story, literary notices, news from the Holy See, 
a speech of the Holy Father, of Catholic societies, conversions, about 
art, music, and the market, one page on politics, some Irish topics, 
an obituary. Six agents work for the paper in other states. Of note is 
that THE TRUTH TELLER, N.Y.'s oldest paper, welcomed the youngest, THE 
LEADER as "one of the neatest, most Catholic and most attractive journals. 
On J1 28 1855 THE LEADER substituted for a year to the subscribers of the 
late WESTERN TABLET of Chicago which had ceased publication because of 
lack of support. 

The SUNDAY LEADER, Scharf says, was not touched by the stronger political 
task of the daily, but the weekly was mainly edited by Donald McLeod* 

*he was educated for priesthood, but had an affair, and 

gave his intent to become a priest; in 1857 he left the paper 

and went to a monastery (Scharf). 

as a literary edition. After the year 1857 E.W.Johnson and W.A.Seay 
continued the weekly LEADER and Rothensteiner remarked: "quickly ran the 
paper into the ground."

McCORMICK*S CATHOLIC ALMANAC (1886-1897) 

It was a "Catholic:3", annual almanac or calendar, published and edited 
by J.B.McCormick. It was listed in the St. Louis CITY DIRECTORIES (Gould 
of 1886-1897) with 8 different addresses, which indicated McCormick must 
have had another business, we suppose. Mrs. Holland saw copies and noted 
that they carried religious' essays and news items. We tried to find ad¬ 
vertisements about that calendar, but found only one in the MICHIGAN 
CATHOLIC, Detroit, together with Sadlier's and Hoffmann's Directories, 
on F 2 1.888, p.4: "published at St, Louis; has some merits but it looks 
like an advertising pamphlet, "which', is not very good. Holland still 
added that it has a list of the Catholic institutions in the St. Louis 
Diocese; that too, may be an advertisement. 

Details: none known.

PASTORAL BLATT * (S l 866 ~D 1925) 
with a "BEILAGE" (Supplement) 

*Arndt~01son have two entries in their book: PASTORAL BLATT,267, 
and KATHOLISCHES PASTORAL BLATT, 261; no other source and no 
original copy from 1911“25 Had the latter title; the holdings 
separated in A“0 both belong to the one PASTORAL BLATT. 

This was a German (with some Latin), "Catholic:2" (because profession¬ 
ally ecclesiastical) even half-official, carrying the approbation of 
the Archbishop of St. Louis and the bishops of Wisconsin: Milwaukee, La 
Crosse, GreenBay and Fort Wayne, Indiana,a monthly magazine, exclusively 
for priests. After the failure of a similar magazine, ROMANO in Baltimore, 
it was founded in the German center of the Salesianum at St. Francis 
Seminary in Milwaukee, by Rev. Michael Heiss (Archbishop there in 1888) 
and Rev. Christopher Wapelhorst*, for St. Louis, where his friend 

*h.e had come to St. Louis in 1855 after having studied in 
Westphalia, was ordained in 1857, became Professor and Rector of 
the Seminary in Milwaukee, entered the Franciscan Order becoming 
Pater Innocent in 1879; he returned to St. Louis as pastor of St. 
Anthonv’s and contributed to various publications learned literary 
articles, notably to the PASTORAL BLATT. He died in 1890 (this 
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mostly from Smith :CALVARY, 38 ). 

Rev. Heinrich Muehlsiepen* was ready to take over the editorship. The 

*Muehlsiepen had come from Cologne to St. Louis in 1855 with 
Wapelhorst, was also ordained in 1857, and was attached to St. 
Mary's; he wrote in 1863 the Ordo for St. Louis, became the 
right hand of Vicar General Joseph M elcher; in 1863 be had asked 
the publishing firm of Herder in Freiburg, Germany, to start a 
branch in St. Louis. He took over in 1866 the editorship of the 
PASTORAL BLATT, was pastor of St. Mary's,then Vicar General for 
the German Catholic foreigners and therefore in contact with all 
their publications (see AMERIKA, 1872; HEROLD DES GLAUBERS, esp. 
in l87^/5)o Finally in 1873 Herder founded a branch in St. Louis. 
Since 1872 Muehlsiepen had given up the editorship, the pastorship, 
lived as a real "father" of the foreigners, defender of parochial 
schools in German or Polish, the main adviser of the Archbishop, 
friendly and modest to everyone. Soon after Archbishop Kain, he 
too, died in 1903« (Mostly from Holweck in P„BLATT:5l(Ja 1917) 

German priests of St. Louis pledged pecuniary support and the professors 
of St. Francis in Milwaukee contributions. The magazine was printed in 
Franz Saler's printing shop, Convent street, up to N 187 ^ (q.v. with 
TAGES-CHRONIK). Somewhat prior to S 1866 a PROSPECTUS had been printed 
(and reprinted in the first issue), saying: 

Quite a time ago one felt the need of a theological magazine 
also for America, different from the European; a German one for 
the German~American priests will be realized now: to discuss the 
practice of pastoral care, going back to the necessary sources, 
especially for the different circumstances in America; reprinting 
pastoral letters, law, documents i 1 " 1 Latin and German; American 
Church history, especially Church-news of St. Louis...(written 
by Rev. Michael Heiss). 

The first monthly number appeared on S 1866, 12 pages and a BEILAGE 
(supplement) of 4 pages like an extra cover, 2 pages text in front, 

2 behind the 12 pages, of which was about one page for ads, but only 
such of interest for a parish priest. Occasionally a sheet was added 
with church music. This was the type remaining typically to the end of 
the magazine. 

In Ag 1872 Rev. Muehlsiepen resigned the editorship, "humbly acknowledged 
his shortcomings in the editing" (too busy with other things) at the end 
of the 6th volume. From S 1872 to the beginning of the new year the 
magazine was not published, then in future each volume from Ja to December 
v.7 began in Ja 1873 under the new editor, Rev. Friedrich Wilhelm Farber* 

*he too came from Germany, from Elberfeld, was ordained in St. 

Louis in 1865 , made pastor of St. Mary's in 1868; a learned man, 
able to popularize his knowledge, a poet, a fine teacher; he 
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published a catechism, and was very active keeping up the German 
language. Together with Fr. Tappert in Covington, Ky. (q.v. there) 
he inspired the founding of the Leo House for Catholic Immigrants 
and he gathered the German priests in America to the "Priesterverein 
and was engaged in establishing also in the U.S. the "Katholikentage 
all that was treated in the PASTORAL BLATT; both were realized in 
1887 (65 priests followed the call of Muehlsiepen). Fr. Farber 
directed the PASTORAL BLATT during 33 years. He died in Ap 1905 
(out of Kleinschmidt and Holweck, P.BLATT:5l(F 191?). 

We saw v.7 and v. 8 (3.873-4); the first number of Ja 1873 had an intro¬ 
duction by Fr„ Farber as new editor, with the intent to remain in the 
limits for priests® interests only, the history of the Church in America, 
a combination of theology, literature, art, music, and problems as well 
as hints for pastoral practice. The BEIBLATT is more "literary", has 
reviews of new publications, and,though not systematically, obituaries. 
Herder®s new bookstore at. 16 S 5th St. was advertised. An article v. 7? 
p.ll: "Thoughts about the Catholic Press," speaks of the 100,000 who may 
fall away if not supported with reading. In v.8, Ja 1874 it is clearly 
announced that Herder is the publisher of the PASTORAL BLATT; letters were 
not to be sent any more to Farber, but all to Herder. With Farber never¬ 
theless the tendency changed more to politically ecclesiastical topics, 
to more fighting for German rights. "The Future of the Foreign-born 
Catholic," and "Fears and Hopes for the Catholic Church and Schools in 
the U.S." (both articles also existing in off prints, Herder, 1884, 8l 
p„) stressed German national feelings and aroused the opposite side of 
the hierarchy (see in Barry,p.86 ff. chapter "Union and Disunion") 
especially between 1.883 and 95« 

On Ja 1 1874 Joseph Gummersbach was representative of B. Herder** 

’ : '*Rev„ Holweck, being the censor for Herder, wrote about this firm 
in the PAST. BLATT (S 1923) and wrote the "Memorial" of its re¬ 
presentative and his friend Gummersbach in P,B.:5 (Ja 1925), tell¬ 
ing that Fr. Muehlsiepen had called the firm to found a branch in 
St. Louis, which happened 10 years later on J1 25 1873 through 
Joseph Gummersbach. He praised his gifts and carefulness in keep¬ 
ing St. Louis’ Catholic press alive, even successful to 1916, to 
1924, 1925, successful also his own business, a book and church 
goods store. He was only once rivaled by a new branch of Benzigex 1 
(1875) who changed to Chicago in 1878 . He and his sons became 
independent from Freiburg in 1917, but kept the firm's title:B„ 
Herder Book Co. (Within the past few years,Herder of Freiburg 
started a new branch in New York). Gummersbach died on D 25 192^, 
80 years old. 

Herder had taken over the financial management of

5 . Gummersbach was the publisher of DIE AMERIKA, Gummersbach 
stockholder; gui.ded the papers just mentioned from 1914 to .1924, 
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all of them only existed so long because he sacrificed time and 
money for their continuance. 

The PASTORAL BLATT’S printing after N 1874 was given over from Saler's 
printing shop to the AMERIKA,-with the exception from 1396-1916 with the 
HEROLD DES GLAUBENS“to its end; at least to 1911 Mr. Louis Blankemeier, 
manager of AMERIKA, did the composing and proofreading. 

In Ap 1905 Rev. Frederick George Holweck* succeeded to the editorship of 

*Holweck came from Wisloch, Baden, because of the Kulturkampf in 
Germany, to America, was ordained in St. Francis, Wis. in 1880, 
assistant of St. Francis of Sales in St. Louis, pastor of St. 
Aloysius* in 1892, in 1905 of St. Francis of Sales; in 1905 he 
became consultor of the Archbishop and from 1902-25 editor of 
the PASTORAL BLATT. He wrote articles and books about liturgy, 
local history (Rothensteiner HIST.II has 17 titles in the 
bibliography-index), did deep research in hagiology for his 
book BIOGRAPHRAPHICAL DICTIONARY OF THE SAINTS; he wrote in Latin, 
German and English. Msgr. Holweck was made Vicar General and 
always a supporter of the Catholic press, contributed besides to 
his own magazine to the HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, the AMERIKA, the 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW, different Catholic historical reviews in St. 
Louis, Illinois and Washington, and further to HERDER’S 
KONVERSATIONS LEXIKON and the CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA. Very help¬ 
ful and charitable, modest and profound in research he died in 
F 1927 (mostly out of Rothensteiner's works). 

the PASTORAL BLATT. Its character changed more to the historical direction. 
Especially interesting are his biographical sketches of priests who had 
lived in the St. Louis diocese somewhat earlier than he, and who had 
prepared and formed its German Catholicism. He began with this series in 
1916, the golden jubilee year of the magazine. In this v„50 Holweck 
wrote the history of the magazine, and then the sketches of Wapelhorst, 
Muehlsiepen, Farber, etc. which we have used, the last in Ap- 1924, 
making the last 12 vis. a storehouse of local history of the Mississippi 
Valley. Having seen them to 1925 we note their appearance has not changed 
much; to the approbations of bishops was added the one of Marquette; 
Rothensteiner, also Professor Schulze, Dr. 'Joseph Selinger, Rev. Hackner 
(La Crosse) and Rev. Prunte had contributed occasionally; educational 
problems perhaps were more stressed in later years. When Gummersbach 
died in D 1824,the magazine was not able to live much longer. The 
earlier named Catholic German papers in St. Louis had died in 1924, too. 
Msgr. Holweck, sad but understanding, wrote at the end of vol.59* in the 
December issue of 1925 a valedictory, knowing the magazine had fought a 
good battle, done much good, but would not find any more enough readers 
since the German language could not be kept any longer. 

Details: the monthly of 12 pages + 4 of a BEILAGE of 9x11 1/2, to Si.50, 

soon $2.00; somewhat, later more illustrations were only around 1911 it 
changed by adding some more pages instead of the Beiblatt. We found only 
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a few circulation figures, 1.886:800; 1922 ff. : 500; 1924,25 less. An 
index was given to each, or sometimes, to two volumes. 59 volumes were 
produced.

IN THE U.S., the first was the German ROMANA, Baltimore, Ja 1864, not 
successful, of "no value except as a curiosity". The third was an 
English one, the Baltimore ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW (l8?2~77).

It was a Polish "Catholic:3"*, weekly newspaper, which started in 1899 and

national tradition. We believe to have seen on a reproduction of 
a title page the headlines of the treated subjects which included 
three names of churches: Z Jadwigowa (Hedwig), A Kazimierzowa 
(Casimir), of WM ch we know they existed in St. Louis, and Z. 
Wojciechowa, which we did not find; another headline: Iskierki Z 
Jednoczenia is supposed to mean "Sparks on the Polish Roman.” 
Catholic Union", The paper says of itself: "Jedyny tygodnik polski 
na zachdd od rzeki Mississippi" (the only Polish weekly west of 
Mississippi), 


lasted to 1953» According to Zielitfski, 115,244,261,the paper was pub¬ 
lished by the Polish Publishing Co., and edited by H. Moczydlowski and 
Dr. W. Godlewski; the first was still there in 1953. The office was at 
1308 Cass Ave., in 1908 1235 N Broadway (in Ayer), later again at 1308 
Cass Ave. Its subtitle says: "devoted to problems concerning the 
Polish people" (pismo poswiecone sprawom ludu polskiego).

NB. Since the periodical moved from Chicago and was for the 
longest time located in St. Louis, we repeat briefly the first 
part and carry the complete story with St. Louis. 

1. In Chicago: 

THE CHICAGO REVIEW was founded, published and edited as a "Catholic :1c", 
monthly, but from S 1 1.894 ff. it was a weekly newspaper-like magazine 
(11x15 inches), of a religious, literary and general character. It was 
directed by Wm. Kuhlmann and Arthur Preuss, publishers and editors, 302 
North Ave. After the first issue another periodical with the same title 
began; therefore already the second issue was called THE REVIEW. On v.2 
only Arthur Preuss® name was printed on the paper; address: 145 Schiller 
St., then 157 Hudson Ave. until in midst of v. 3 Preuss moved to St. Louis 
and took, in J.1 1896, the publication with him though it was still dated 
also for Chicago to 1898 . 

We reproduce a part of the PROSPECTUS of 1894 here because its ideas are 
of value still later: "it is an organ in the language of the country... 
for the German-born or the ones of German descent in America...to bring 
German ideas and sentiments home (to them) because the American people 
(of 1893 ) is not (yet) a nation;... (but) a conglomeration of many dif¬ 
ferent elementso..shaping itself under our eyes...-(The paper) is not a 
Church.“paper ... (t ut) is published by Catholics under guarantee to exclude 
un-and anti-Catholic elements...; it is not prejudiced against anybody."

THE FORTNIGHTLY'"REVIEW (Ja 1913-Ja 1935) 

In St. Louis the publication of Arthur Preuss*, being owner, publisher 

*Arthur Preuss, born in St. Louis, studied at Canisius College 
(Buffalo) and St. Francis (Quincy, Ill.): we know of his father. 

Dr. Eduard Preuss, a convert to Catholicism and editor for 30 years 
of the AMERIKA, St. Louis (q.v.), and we know that young Arthur, 
helping his father, learned so much about this profession that h- 
was able at 21 years to become an editor himself for Wm. Kuhlmann 1 s 
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German papers in Chicago s DAS KATHOLISCHE SONNTAGSBLATT , and 
DIE GLOC-KE, Indianapolis (q.v.) until 1896 , though he began mean" 
while to publish the REVIEW in 1894; the latter he continued alone 
in 0 1894 in Chicago, then in 1896 in St. Louis until D 1934. It 
was his own idea to write for German readers in English, because 
he believed in Americanization of foreigners, nevertheless feeling 
obliged to offer the new nation some of the culture of Europe 
(in this case German) and to build up an American culture. As we 
finally will see after 30 and more years Preuss perhaps did not 
see early enough that this offer was not readily accepted anymore 
by the younger Germans. 

The REVIEW had been his life work. Besides this he had substituted 
twice as editor for the AMERIKA, had translated books of theological 
content altogether 21 volumes; From 1896 onwards he was literary 
editor for B. Herder Book Co., and later advisor for the press of 
the Society of the Divine Word in Te'chny, Ill. He also wrote three 
books, a LIFE OF ARCHBISHOP KENRICK, THE FUNDAMENTAL FALLACY OF 
SOCIALISM, (Herder, 1907), and a STUDY IN AMERICAN FREEMASONRY 
(Herder,1908), themes also reflected in the magazine. He contribu- 
ted to other German and English magazines, too. He was correspond¬ 
ing editor of the Buffalo ECHO and the St. Paul WANDERER, had 
ideas similar to Rev. Charles Kuhlmann in his CHURCH PROGRESS 
(Marshall, Ill.) and very similar to the ones of his friend Condd 
Pallen (see his paper THE CATHOLIC WORLD, St. Louis). The 
historian Rothensteiner gives after Arthur Preuss’ death on D 24 
1934 the following summary 1 

A. Preuss was a most lovable man* a true friend and 
gentleman, kindhearted and considerate of other people’s 
feelings. But in his REVIEW, he was a defender of the 
Church...against all attacks from without and within...He 
was endowed with all the weapons...in living faith, a pen¬ 
etrating mind, a sure judgment and a singular fund of 
knowledge ...(battling) against "Americanism" and"Modernism. 

and editor, with office at NE Second and Market Sts., and his home at 
3460 Itaska St. It was still written in English for German readers in 
America, "Catholic :1c”, a weekly (see changes with "Details") magazine 
(first of 11-13 inches more like a newspaper, but Preuss himself said in 
1899 "THE REVIEW is no newspaper" though it brings "Catholic and other 
news from the Catholic viewpoint together with good literature, notes 
about art and music, ". This 8 page publication, counting its volumes 
from Mr-Mr, changed with v.9 “ we did not see v. 8 - to a real magazine 
size, 7x10 inches for 16 pages weekly (1902). The office,13 N 3rd St 
is that of the AMERIKA; this volume ended with D 1902, from now onward 
all following volumes begin with January). Since v. 6 (1899/1900) its 
circulation had steadily widened and its prospects had become brighter, 
keeping on "fighting the good battle for truth and justice." Only in 
Ja 1905, with v.12, the title changed to THE CATHOLIC FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
and Preuss explained that earlier already he had not favored with the 
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shorter title, but wanted it more distinctive, more appropriate. At 
that time the editor, still in the same office, did not feel very well 
but promised to continue his program but one can see that there are now 
more reprints in the magazine. From 1906 to D 1914 the magazine was 
printed on the press of the Society of the Divine Word in Techny, Ill.. 
Then no place is given on the magazine's title page. With v. 20 (1913) 
the shorter title: THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW was used but no explanation 
given in the first issue with that title. But Rothensteiner (St. Louis 
Cath. Hi. Rev.rl, p.53) stated: "although no longer (carrying) the proud 
profession...it is dedicated by the same unwavering principles". In 
those years occasionally Rev. Ferdinand Hundt, the creator of DER 
NORDDEUTSCHE KATHOLIK (Detroit,l892 _ 95) contributed to the review. 

Preuss often disagreed with the St. Louis WESTERN WATCHMAN about the 
different treatment of English and foreign priests, churches and schools; 
the Catholics of the different nationalities fought with another while 
the secular papers were against all Catholics. But in these controversies 
where sharp words were used also by Preuss (called Preusseacid) he never 
lowered his language to vulgarity; all the time he fought "the good battle 
for truth and justice". The paper's subtitle "An Independent Review, 
appealing to clergy and educated laity", shows clearly that he did not 
want to popularize, therefore Timpe called Preuss "the representative 
of the German-American intellectual life." When the WESTERN WATCHMAN 
triumphantly wrote that Archbishop Kain (St. Louis) had written a sharp 
letter to the REVIEW, Preuss answered only with the contents of other 
letters admiring his statements. His health failing, another change 
was necessary: within v„36 (1929) in April and ff, the magazine became a 
monthly of 24 pages each to its end. There was also another reason for 
it; the younger generation had other interests; Preuss, though trying to 
include psychology and other more modern topics, could not attract the 
young readers. Besides the printing address in Techny,since 1914, Preuss' 
private address in Bridgeton, Mo. is given and since 1913 an office in 
St. Louis at 3831 Etzel St.; 1916 at 18 S 6th St., which is the one of 
the AMERIKA UND HEROLD DES GLAUBENS, and when the latter had ceased in 
1924 in 1925 ff., 13 S Broadway. 

In 1896 the contents was arranged as follows: an article, some sketches, 
a "Contemporary Chronicle", notes about literature, music, stage, "Mis” 
cellany" remarks, an editorial paragraph, "Press Clippings", "Exchanges" 
with comments, ^News of the Week", religious, domestic and foreign notes, 
some ads (always of B. Herder Book Co., because Preuss was literary 
editor of Herder). As a whole the contents was to the end composed in a 
similar way with additions of current problems, "furnishing practically 
on every page historical items worth noting" says Rothensteiner. A 
judgement made in 1899 fits still to 1934: 

In The GLOBE of S 1899, its editor Mr. Thorne wrote an article on 
Catholic journalism, naming the best products, under which Preuss' 
REVIEW is the best of the professional journals, not only "clean 
and well printed", but also a genuine newspaper, bound to be re¬ 
cognized and honored as such by all journalists of whatever creed, 
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a paper for priests and intelligent laymen and women, not for the 
average Catholic audience (Mr. Preuss is) an editor by instinct, 
genius and heredity.well informed... . 

The last issue, still prepared by Preuss, was the one of D 1934 with articles 
about secret societies, the Pope and Freemasonry, taken from his book about 
that subject, and a part of a series of history according to the Bible: 

"From Abel to the Deluge." On p.278 a note says: 

THE FORTNIGHTLY with v.4l stands since 1893 under the same ownership; 
its editor and publisher is compelled by the state of his health to 
spend the winter in a better climate (Florida)." 

But Arthur Preuss died on D 24 1934. One of his sons compiled a last issue 
in Ja 1935 as a memorial number for his father and from friends to a lost 
friend.

(v.ll), a semi-weekly from Ja 1905 (1912) until Mr 15 1929 (v. 36 ) and 
monthly Ap 1929“Ja 1935(no 1 of V.42)., It began with 16 pages, 9x11, 
changing during v.l to 8 pages of 10 1 / 2 x 16 for $1.00; with v.21 16 pages 
of 11 x 16 : $ 1 . 50 ; with v.4 (1897): 8 pages at $2.00; with v.9 (1902): 

32 pages of 7x10; in 1905 of 16, 1907 of 32, 1916 of 16 pages and, since 
1929 1 as monthly between. 18 and 24 pages at $2.50 and 3,00. We do not 
know any ciruclation figures; volume 42,no.l was the last issue. 

For "Sources: and Locations: we are not able to separate the two 
cities nor the titles; all titles mentioned are used, even not existing 
ones like "St. Louis Review".

It was a Polish, probably "Catholic:3” (by national tradition), annual 
publication (we do not think a "calendar" but more a yearbook, like a 
magazine). It was not mentioned in our different Polish sources, nor 
in Haiman's annotated book catalogue either, only in E. Steiger, 

THE PERIODICAL LITERATURE OF THE U.S. OF AMERICA, N.Y..-E. Steiger,1873, 
p.55i no. 3863 . There it is characterized: "literary and entertaining". 
Since all Polish settlements are to a high percentage Catholic we suppose 
the periodical had this tradition, Mrs. Janina Wojcicka (in the Slavic 
Room of DLC) believes so too; she had read about its existence but did 
not know more.

*The paper’s end was hastened because of a cholera epidemic 
(Scharf); Arndt-Olson have : 0 25 1848, Dunson:l849 acc. to Hyde's 
ENCYCLOPEDIA. 

ST. LOUIS ZEITUNG was a "Catholic :1c", semi-weekly newspaper, and lived 
from Je 10 1848 to 0 25 1848, perhaps to 1849. It was published by 
Bartholomaus Hauk^ and edited by Anton Eickhoff*. 

*Eickhoff fled to the U.S. in l848t'becuase of his politically 
radical writings in Germany. We know, after having been editor 
of a secular New York journal, he became the editor of the German 
Catholic daily: NEW YORKER PRESSE (Je 23 l873~l876 or 77) which 
had been founded by Rev. A. Schwenninger.

THE SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY [of 1832] (Jl 7 1832-J1 2 1836 ) 

THE SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY [ of 183 O] (0 12 1850 -Je 10 1834) 

SHEPHERD I (l832~36) It was a "Catholic :1a" paper, encouraged by and 
founded "under the auspices of Bishop"Joseph Rosati (Scharf called it in 
1883 an "organ of the Catholic Church"); it was a weekly, magazine like 
newspaper and existed from Jl 7 I 832 -JI 2 1836 ; it was founded by Francis 
H. Taylor* and his brother Deodat with the help of the bishop of St. Louis. 

* Francis H. Taylor had been a printer and publisher for Bishop 
England’s U.S.CATHOLIC MISCELLANY, Charleston, S.C.; he was 
called to Hartford, Conn, when in Jl 1829 THE CATHOLIC PRESS was 
founded there with the help of Bishop B.J.Fenwick of Boston. 

Taylor had bought a press, became part-owner of the paper, with 
his brother Deodat; both were converts who printed and partly 
edited it. In 1831 they became disappointed by the lack of 
support and went to St, Louis. In Bishop Rosati's Letter-book 
one found: "Mr. Taylor leaves Hartford's CATHOLIC PRESS; it will 
be published in St. Louis on Jl 1st 1832". Another source, 

(Easterly, 136 ), found that Bishop Rosati "after much consideration, 
decided upon establishing a diocesan press and, in the Bishop's 
diary, that Deodat Taylor came to St. Louis to enter the printing 
business. He visited Bishop Rosati in Mr 1832 and proposed to 
publish THE CATHOLIC PRESS there. The bishop promised to assist 
him and gave him to start $200 as a loan." Later, Easterly says, 
a new paper was decided on, under the title SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY 
(Rothensteiner writes he searched in vain for the CATHOLIC PRESS). 
Three months before the start the bishop wrote to his brother in 
Italy that 900 future readers had already subscribed. He prescribed 
a twofold aim for the paper: dissemination of Catholic doctrine and 
serving a medium for combating errors and falsehoods, or to explain, 
prove and defend, in English and partly in French. 

Finally Francis H. Taylor became the sole editor; nothing is found to 
state that Deodat was printer and publisher, perhaps in the first year as 
Rothensteiner ( 163 ) says there were "men of superior character and ability") 
the office was Third St. Old Hospital Bldg. In 1833? for v.2, a society 
was bounded, Western Catholic Association, F.H.Taylor, editor and publisher. 
It was written only in English. It was announced in the last number of 
v. 1, with a PROSPECTUS*. 
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*(Published) with a view to expound, defend and disseminate the 
real tenets of the Catholic Religion and to counteract the... 
calumnies, a number of gentlemen have founded an association. The 
paper will be improved on an extra imperial sheet. Also (it will 
carry) foreign and domestic news (the Association signed as editors). 

Volume 2 was now aimed as a family-paper for the Middle-West, a guardian 
of the Faith in the great Mississippi Valley, with St. Louis as the chief 
center; now it was published under the auspices of the Association, with 
the motto; "One Lord, One Faith, One Baptism". The third volume does not 
mention Taylor, only Angevine and Crowe (0 4 l834-Ja 3 1835, and J.J.Crowe 
to J1 1836, for v.3 and 4). For a time after 0 1834 a headpiece with St. 
Peter in Rome was introduced. On Ja 2 1836 an urgent call to pay reminded 
the subscribers. During the last three years a controversy was going on 
between the ST. LOUIS OBSERVER and the SHEPHERD (N 1833 - 36 ). Readers of 
the SHEPHERD complained about the anti-Catholic OBSERVER which letters 
the SHEPHERD printed in the paper, with strong personal expressions. 

Lovejoy, the creator of the OBSERVER, went on objecting to the Church, 
the Papacy, relics, miracles, orders, foreign priests coming to America, 
etc. The SHEPHERD was also read in Iowa, then belonging to the Diocese 
of St. Louis; A„M. tuart, "History of the Catholic Press in Iowa" IOWA 
CATH. HIST. REV.:5(1932)ll“38) wrote about the positive aims of the 
paper,"the spiritual welfare of the Catholics, the rapid increase of 
piety and religious perfection, and the high morals." 

Details; the Saturday-paper with 8 pages on a medium sheet then 4 pages 
on folio, S3.00 for vis.1-4.

SHEPHERD II (0 13 l850~Je 10 1854) 

The revival of THE SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY after 14 years happened under 
different circumstances. In St. Louis now governed Archbishop Peter 
Richard Kenrick, who had created the CATHOLIC CABINET (l343“45) and the 
CATHOLIC NEWS LETTER (l.845“48), now needed a Catholic organ. He revived 
the paper of Bishop Rosat.i in 1850 * . 

^Middleton, Baumgartner, Meehan in CATH. ENCYC., Foik and Scharf 
believed in I 85 I; W.Walsh (book on Kenrick), Rothensteiner, ULS, 
Regnet and esp. Holland have 1850 . The latter is supposed to 
have seen original copies, and the CATH. DIRECTORY of 1851 could 
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not easily have printed it therein, if it had been started only on 

0 12 1851. 

The paper was "Catholic:la", official for the diocese (the CATH. DIRECTORIES 
of 1851-5^ list it with the Approbation of the bishop), a weekly newspaper, 
starting on 0 12 I 85 O and lasting to Je 10 1854. The publisher was Robert 
Philips, the bishop himself for a time its editor until on Ag 15 1851? 
when Robert A. Bakewe11, Esq., came from Pittsburgh (having been editor 
there of the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC, l850“5l). The bishop had called him 
to be editor and publisher of the SHEPHERD; subsequently he also became 
proprietor. The paper began a new series, again v. 1, and contained 
editorials, religious essays, Catholic news, reprints of other papers 
and little local news. In Hyde's ENCYCLOPEDIA... the paper is characteriz” 
ed under Bakewell* as "the most uncompromising advocate of Catholicism". 

*Robert. A. Bakewell was a convert; the paper very ably edited, few. 
if any papers were better edited (W. Walsh,p.20/1), only the 
convert's zeal made him not always prudent enough and with that 
he created trouble with his editorials (CATH. ENCYC.) his state¬ 
ments then used as anti**Catholic ammunition. The failure of the 
paper“says W, Walsh“was a real loss to Catholic literature. 

About the end of the paper most of the sources believe (Scharf first) 
that it was sold to non-Catholics, (Folk Baumgartner and others then) 
to Rev. Dr. High and Rev. Dr. Gilman, who made it a "Know-nothing" 
organ under the title: TRUE SHEPHERD OF THE VALLEY AND ST. LOUIS KNOW- 
NOTHING. Henry H. Regnet, S.J. rejected this version very strongly, and 
asked for sources; certainly this development was not intended by the 
Catholic owner, there were also financial difficulties as one knows from 
letters the bishop wrote in 1854 to his brother, the bishop of Philadelphia 
(Ro thensteiner,168). 

Details: Of these second 4 volumes is not much known, just the price of 

$ 2.50 first, then $ 3 . 00 .

DIE ST. LOUISER WOCHEN-CHRONIK (?l 851 ,later?; 1858-63) 

*About the titles, the first is also given as ST. LOUIS (or 
should it be "LouisER" : German?) TAGES-CHRONIK, the latter also 
in one word; Timpe gives it with the article. The second title 
was seen as such on a preserved copy. 

** About the establishing date: 1849 by Timpe, Grothe, F.G. Holweck, 
Arndt-Olson with 'Ml"; 1851 by Scharf, Rothensteiner, Dunson. Tc 
that perhaps is the proof: the holdings of MoS:v .7 no 112= Ja 3 1858; 
it means v .7 started in 1857 (Sept.) and v. 1 would be S I85I (other 
sources have also I85O or 1852). If it is further a proof that 
the one copy in MoSV: v .10 no (Je 6 l86l) of a WOCHEN-CHRONIK 
is founded,too, in 1851, as a weekly to the daily, it still can be 
that the daily started earlier in 1849 . On it may have started 
any time later, taking over the volume number of the daily. We 
found it mentioned only for I858 and l86l. The daily once changed 
its frequency: semi-weekly from J 1 I858-D 1859 (Arndt-Olson). That 
the daily became a weekly, as Grothe believed, could have happened 
from l86l to the end for which time we know nothing. 

DIE TAGES-CHRONIK was a German, "Catholic : 1 c", "daily except Sunday" 

(semi-weekly in J 1 1858-D 1859 ), a two cent morning newspaper, starting 
(explained above): S 1851 of J 1 1 1849 , living in the first case for 12 
years (Rothensteiner), in the other, 14 years (Scharf wrote: "some 12 
years") to 1863. As said above we do not know when DIE WOCHEN-CHRONIK 
started; it existed in 1 858 and in l86l, probably to 1863. The paper 
was founded, owned, published and printed by Franz Joseph Saler*, perhaps 

*Franz Joseph Saler came from Gashurn, Vorarlberg, Austria(not 
Switzerland), was a poor bricklayer; at 25 years, he heard of 
America, walked through France to the Ocean, and came in 1834 
to New York and then St. Louis, He built houses and made money 
in real estate. As a Catholic he became known to leading German- 
Catholics, even to Bishop Kenrick as co-adjutor in 1843 . The 
bishop made him "diocesan architect". Saler also opened a book and 
church good store and had a printing shop. Already in 1836, when 
the ANZEIGER DES WESTENS became anti-Catholic, Saler got the idea 
to create a paper. He built a Tiroler house for himself, and had 
the press therein. With it he began his TAGES-CHRONIK. His main 
paper, begun in 1852 was DER HEROLD DES GLAUBENS. He knew from his 
home country the almanacs. They were wanted very much also in 
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America, mostly imported from Europe. He founded one. DER 
HINKENDE BOTE AM MISSISSIPPI (q.v.) for the entertainment of the 
people. He published it from l855“l892, ceased only when he was 
going to die. In 1863 he had given up the TAGES-CHRONIK, had 
taken over in 1866 the printing of the PASTORAL BLATT; he had 
become a rich man, when in Sept./Oct. 1874 the Publishing House 
of Saler collapsed. He lost everything and had to sell the HEROLD. 
He had been too good, supporting institutions, associations, 

Germans needing money but he was a had bookkeeper. Finally the 
HEROLD gave him as gift the right to publish his almanac further. 

He died in F 1.893 (Mostly from "Papa Saler" PASTORAL BLATT;51* 

(Ap 1917) 53 by Holweck)„ 

even partly edited by him though he was not a journalist. From the 
editors we know some; one, not of the best, was called Meyer. It seems 
the very first office was on the third floor of the REPUBLICAN, for which 
Wm. Hyde (who wrote the ENCYC. OF ST. LOUIS) was editor; he wrote that 
Meyer, too lazy to get material for his paper, took the material from, the 
hook of the other paper's desk and translated it. Anton Boeckling was a 
good editor. Now also the office had a real address, S.W.Corner of 
Second and Market Sts.(which that is the Tiroler House). Boeckling left 
already in 1852 to become editor of Saler*s HEROLD DES GLAUBENS (this 
short stay could be a hint that the paper nevertheless was started in 
18 ^ 9 ). The next editor known was Adalbert Loehr, a poet, proud of having 
his poetry published in Germany (says Wittke, 75). According to Arndt“ 
Olson the daily became a semi“weekly but kept its name, from JI 1858 ” 

S 1859. At least in 1858 , Bunson (84,) found that E.D. Kasgan was in 
charge of editorials. August Kruer was the last editor named, mentioned 
with WOCHEN-CHRONIK of l86l, a journalist from Wisconsin, and librarian 
of the State Library(Missouri), an able man but who remained only one 
year. We dc not know who had charge to I 863 . 

The paper had started just when the first German Catholic daily,DER 
WAHRHEITSFREUND of 1.846 in Cincinnati, had changed to a weekly. Safer 
believed it was necessary to counteract the influence of "liberalistic" 
organs like the ANZEIGER DES WESTENS and others which were on a high 
level, often under editors of university training belonging to the 
"Forty~eigbters", who attacked faith and morals. The CHRONIK was con¬ 
servative, mainly read by Catholics, politically Democratic by principle, 
at least in the weekly of 1 . 861 . 

In 1.863 Saler sold the paper, transferring advertising patronage and 
types to Karl Danzer who just merged the ANZEIGER DES WESTERNS with his 
WESTLICHE POST. If the Civil War had not made it too difficult, the 
German Catholics of St. Louis would have been able to support a daily. 

Details; only 2 cents as price of one daily issue, and, in l86l. $2.00 
for the weekly per year; nothing else known. The paper produced. 12 or 
lit volumes.

This German,"Catholic:3" (only taken as "Catholic" because Timpe listed 
it with Catholic papers, the second source gave no characteristics), 
a weekly newspaper, existing from l869“l882(acc. to Alden); no publisher 
or editor given.

DER WACHTER (THE WATCHMAN) [of 18973 (l897“S 1898 )

sake Ayer has: "Catholic societies" as purpose, see explanations later); 
it existed from l897“S 1898 and was published by Frank Tombridge, supported 
as editor by Rev. Dr. G, Braun*. The paper had the special purpose, 
treated less in other papers, of concerning itself with social problems, 
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*The GATH. DIRECTORY 1899 lists Gottfried Braun, in Vermillion, 
Minn., or a F. Braun, S.J.,since 1869 in St. Louis, with St. 
Joseph's church. G. Braun, as Enzlberger has it, seems the right 
one. He died prior to S 1900. 

in the sense that the Austrian Christian-Social Party was trying to do, 
but the publisher found that the time was not yet ready for it (that was 
written by Enzlberger in "Unsere Presse," in HEROLD DES GLAUBENS: v .50, 

S 26 1900, beginning: "Some years ago appeared..."). The wrong 
qualification: "interested in German Catholic societies" was already 
given in Hyde’s ENCYCLOPEDIA and wrongly copied by Dunson. 

Details: 8 pages of 1.5x22, 50 cents, then $1.00; Ayer lists .In 1899 less 
than 1,000 copies circulating.

THE WESTERN BANNER (0 6 1858 -Mr 30 l 86 l?) 

It was semi-Irish, a "Catholic:3" (Rothensteiner: "Cath. with national 
bias") weekly newspaper which existed from 0 6 1858 to Mr 30 l 86 l? 

(Mrs. Holland found these dates, kept the question mark); as Rothensteiner 
said (11:171) it "was the last venture in the field of Catholic newspapers 
done by Archbishop Kenrick (who) contributed $3»000 to make it Catholic-" 
which partly helped: "the editorials defend zealously and consistently 
Catholic truth and sound Christian morals (This may perhaps have been, 
written by the Archbishop); the office was at 9 S 3rd St.; the publisher 
and editor was Bernard Doran Killian* 

*We know him from Buffalo, where he was co-editor with Thomas D’A^cy 
McGee of the latter’s AMERICAN CELT, when this paper had moved from 
Boston to Buffalo for the year 1852/3* Then in I 85 A Killian founded 
a paper by himself, THE BUFFALO SENTINEL, left it after one year. 
Only in 1.857 we found him again in New York. McGee had sold his 
AMERICAN CELT in New York to Sadlier, who continued it uriner a new 
title:NEW YORK TABLET ( 185 ?) and took Killian as editor. All these 
papers were Irish in tone. 

In St. Louis the paper supported by the Archbishop could have been 
"Catholic :1c", if the patriotism of Killian would not have hindered it 
with his strong leanings to Fenianism. But on the whole h e kept the paper 
chiefly literary with editorials, essays, poetry and book reviews. THE 
GUARDIAN OF LOUISVILLE, Kv. wrote: 



THE WESTERN BANNER: we have received 2 numbers...; Mr. Killian 
is editor and proprietor. He bears the reputation of an accomplish 
ed writer. The Banner is not professedly a religious newspaper. 
Nevertheless, from the character of its editorials, we are led to 
believe that Catholic truth and sound Chrisitan morals will find 
in it another zealous and consistent defender...

THE WESTERN CELT (1870-1875) 

and THE SUNDAY WESTERN CELT (1872-75) 

This Irish, "Catholic:3 "1 weekly, then (l8?2 ff.) semi-weekly newspaper 
existed from l870,resp<, l872~75(the CATHOLIC CITIZEN of Newark ,N .J .listed 
it in 1875 with papers in their fifth year). It was published and edited 
by O'Madigan and Ames, edited by Dan or Daniel O'Madigan. From the St. 
Louis CITY DIRECTORIES (Edwards and Gould) we know the addresses: first 
at 3 OI -3 Olive St„, in 1872 at 215 Pine St., in the last year again in the 
first place. Rowell, added to his ad listing in 1872: "Weekly, increasing; 
the only Irish national newspaper between New York and San Francisco...; 
is very popular and its articles are extensively copied by other journals" 
Steiger and Rowell knew in 1873 that, besides the weekly, THE SUNDAY 
WESTERN CELT was introduced, the Irish cause, news and politics its 
subjects; though its Catholic attitude is not mentioned, we believe it 
to some extent Catholic, since Steiger and the Newark paper are Catholic 
sources„ 


Details: the weekly was published Saturdays; after the Sunday edition was 

started, the weekly became printed on Wednesday, then Thursday. Both had 
8 pages; the weekly in the first years; 28x42, then 32x45 when semi-weekly 
both 16x24. The price for the weekly $2.00, then $3.00; as semi -weekly, 
each $2„50o Its circulation listed in 1871 as 1,800; 1872:4,370; in l87t 
for both together 5,000; in l875 : 4,200. It achieved 6 volumes.

Louis in I 87 O, edited by John J. O’Connor, and published by the Western 
Hibernian Co., from l890“l897» In 1891 it was quoted in THE TEXAS 
CATHOLIC as being interested in an article Bishop Th. F. Brannan had 
printed in his diocesan paper, touching Irish problem. The CITY 
DIRECTORY gives for the years l890“93 as address 2718 Thomas St.

SUNDAY WATCHMAN , a city edition (?l890“1933) 

*There existed another WESTERN WATCHMAN (about 1854-60), publish¬ 
ed by a Rev. William Crowell, a Baptist minister in St. Louis. 

It was a "Catholic :1c", weekly newspaper, having started in 1863 at 
Edina, Mo. as EDINA WATCHMAN, then changed to MISSOURI W. ( 1866 - 7 ) with 
3 volumes. The paper was interrupted in 1869 *. 

^Though Rothensteiner gives. F 6 1868 as being continued in St. 
Louis, Alden and Rowell, contemporary sources, have 1869, and esp. 
LIT. HANDWEISER of 1869, later also Barry; the St. Louis paper, 

THE GUARDIAN (q.v.) expired and gave its material to Fr. Phelan 
in N 1.4 1868 so that he could have begun in Ja 1869; and the last 
reason: since the 30 th and 60th jubilee of the paper is certainly 
in 1913 and 1925, counting back, including the first three volumes, 
v. 4 can only be in l869« 

I. Under Fr. Phelan to 1915 (v.50) 

The new title was THE WESTERN WATCHMAN; still a "Catholic :1c", weekly, 
but ? I 89 O to the end a semi-weekly newspaper, still edited by Rev. David 
Phelan*, published by his brother Michael H. Phelan. 

*See the beginning of the biographical note with Edina. When Fr. 
Phelan was transferred in 1868 to St. Louis as rector of the Church 
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of the Annunciation, it seems he needed some time to revive his 
paper. He purchased the material of the expired Catholic paper 
THE GUARDIAN (N 14 1868) and was ready on Ja 1869. One year only 
he was absent from St. Louis in a country parish but able to con - 
tinue the paper, then back in St. Louis as pastor of Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel, Baden, N. St. Louis for 42 years. In 1915 he cele¬ 
brated the paper’s 50 th jubilee, at 7^ years old he became sick 
for the first time and died on S 21 1915* The issue of S 26 1915 
gave an obituary. 

Fr. Phelan, kind of heart, with a brilliant mind, full of originality, 
wit and humour, independent, courageous, protesting and not compromising, 
he loved a fight; since he was interested in all public questions, he 
was lead to controversies, to battle intellectually with friends and foes, 
sometimes wise, amazing, and unique, but also harsh, and intemperate. 

His continual controversies brought him five times into tense situations 
and led even to "condemnation of the paper" by his superiors. 

After i860 M. H. Phelan and Co, signed as publisher, ceased to be men¬ 
tioned with the paper in the newspaper directories and only from 1890 ff. 
Rev. D. S. Phelan again appeared listed as editor and also as publisher. 

The paper as an organ of the English Catholics (Scharf); was always a 
private paper of Fr. Phelan, never "official" although "recommended" by 
Bishop Kenrick from D 26 1868. He submitted when bishops condemned his 
paper, e.g. when it came out against episcopal interference in the 
affairs of patriotic societies, or when it defended the lower clergy and 
the rights of the press. Once Bishop Baltes wrote (wrote THE CHICAGO 
REVIES: 1, no 1 (1894) p.9) n the W.W., the most disgraceful sheet which 
sails in this country under Catholic colors.with abusive language...it 
has been un~, not to say anti-Catholic." Politically the paper has 
always been Democratic; it wanted a strict system of Catholic parish 
schools and chronicled the church history of it time. Steiger (l8>73) gave 
its contents as containing Catholic matter, news and politics; the LIT. 
HANDWEISER (1873) praised it "as one of the most read papers in the 
(far West)", or Rowell ( 1880 ) as "the most popular paper of the West." 

Also in 1880, The ILLUSTRATED CELTIC MONTHLY:4 ( 1880 ) 185 , remarked, 

"Fr. Phelan has a very forcible article on Catholic newspaper" in his 
papers,and that "the CATHOLIC BANNER (St. Louis,q.v.) has brought out 
a very interesting article about Fr. Phelan". In 1882, Fr. Phelan's 
nephew, Edward J. Dunne, a boy of 17 years, began to work as a clerk in 
the business department of the paper, later becoming his uncle's successor, 
ALDEN ( 1883 ) advertised the paper as "the only Catholic paper (meaning 
English paper) West of the Mississippi". We know that a contributor 
to the WESTERN WATCHMAN, a friend of Fr. Phelan, was Rev. Patrick William 
Ta’Llcn, pastor of different churches between 1882 and 1920, when he died, 
who had been with him in the seminary, a very learned priest and fine ora¬ 
tor, and even for a time,(? 1882-87?), associate-editor of the WESTERN 
WATCHMAN. In those years the paper took also part in labor discussions 
(Browne). It seems now, but certainly in 1890, that the paper was made 
a semi-weekly in that a city paper was called SUNDAY WATCHMAN while the 
WESTERN WATCHMAN was destined for out of town subscribers, and so 
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continued to the end of the paper. The two editions differed only in the 
space given to local religious news; the second was published Thursdays. 
Around 1899 Fr. Phelan was engaged in a great controversy with Preuss' 
REVIEW. In 1913 the paper celebrated its 50th jubilee, Fr. Phelan was 
now one of "the last old style personal editors running his paper as 3 
storehouse of history" (Meehan in CATH.ENCYCLOPEDIA); soon after he died 
on S 26. Later the CATHOLIC CITIZEN of Milwaukee published an article 
about Fr. Phelan's life with his picture, especially stressing that 
"his forte was the editorial paragraph". 

II Under E.J.Dunne and to the end: D 3 1933 

Still "Catholic :1c". semi-weekly as SUNDAY and WESTERN WATCHMAN. After 
the death of Fr. Phelan the paper's control passed to his nieces (Mrs. 
Marjorie McDonald O'Day and Mrs. Stella Esson) and his nephew, Edward J. 
Dunne, who we know already was working in the business department since 
1882. An association was founded, the Western Watchman Publishing Co., 
of which Dunne became president, having also a financial interest in the 
company. He became the paper's editor and was helped by some priest of 
the Kenrick Seminary (no name given). We found very little about the 
paper. We know from ST. LOUIS CATH. HIST. REV.:5:l48, that the 'WESTERN 
WATCHMAN of D 2 1917 contains an article: "Around St. Louis Cathedral 
with Bishop DuBourg, 1880-20," and that the SUNDAY WATCHMAN of 0 27 
1918 (acc. to Rothensteiner HIST.11:477) carried an article(p.102-105) 
"Das Katholische Deutschtum in St. Louis" (the Cath. German Culture); 
in the same city edition of J1 30 1922 the "Diamond Jubilee of the 
Archdiocese of St. Louis" was celebrated with an historical article 
written by Rev. Charles L„ Souway, C.M.; in 1925, at the WESTERN 
WATCHMAN'S 60th anniversary, it received -with the congratulations of 
Pope Pius XI a "Pontifical Recognition ", signed by Cardinal Gasparri ; 
added, to the text was a note that the paper was edited with the 
cooperation of several priests of Kenrick Seminary „ In 1950 Baumgartner 
(9b) mentioned an editor, Thomas A. Raftery . The paper announced on 0 
17 1932 that Mr. Dunne of Webster Groves, 67 years old, quit as head of 
The paper, after 50 years of work, because of illness (from ST. LOUTS 
POST -DISPATCH,0 17 1932). He died on D 30 1932. 

Daniel J. Casey purchased control (501 out of 1,000 shares) or N 25 1933 
(ST. LOUIS GLOBE-DEMOCRAT); ownership of the remainder of the stock be- 
Icnged to five members of Fr. Phelan's family. The one chosen as presi¬ 
dent resigned; Casey remained as vice-president. An editor for the 
paper was John E. Riley (Edward J. Dunne's son, David C., was editor at 
that time of another Catholic paper in St. Louis, CATHOLIC NEWS). But 
the WESTERN WATCHMAN lasted only to D 3 1933 with the reason given that 
"revenue during 1933 fell short of expenses but it is hoped that publica¬ 
tion can be resumed." That was not the case. In the following year 
also died St, Louis’ CHURCH PROGRESS.

Somewhere we copied (but lost the source) "Rev. John Joseph Hennessy was 
the editor of the St. Louis YOUTH'S MAGAZINE, 1880 to 1886; he was the 
future Bishop (1888) of Wichita, Kansas". Rothensteiner (HIST.II?538/9) 
wrote about him but not about this magazine, nor about THE HOMELESS BOY. 
St. Louis, l880, which Fr, Hennessy, too, supported. He must have been 
interested in young people's needs. He was transferred just in 1880 from 
Iron Mountain to St. John's Church in St. Louis. In Rowell (I. 885 ) an 
advertisement for the PASTORAL BLATT, published by Herder, added: "publish 
es also the YOUTH'S MAGAZINE."

PIELGRZYM (Pilgrim) (Mr 29 l872~S 1874) 

(see first ORZEfc POLSKI , Washington,St. Gertrude, & Union, Mo.) 
continued by GAZETA POLSKA KATOLICKA , Detroit,Mich.(S 15 1374-). 

PIELGRZYM was a Polish, "Catholic:lc", weekly newspaper, established in 
Mr 29 1872 which existed until S 1874. Its predecessor, the ORZEfc POLSKI 
(q.v.) announced in Its issue of Mr 4 1872 that the PIELGRZYM woula be 
published in Washington(see explanation with Washington Mo.); but the 
owner, Dr. Sacconi, of the old paper came to a compromise with the owner 
of the new paper to publish it in Union where he was able to use Dr. 
Sacconi's press because the latter was in financial difficulties. The 
PIELGRZYM'S promotor was Jan Barzyrfski, then owner, publisher and 
editor, bringing out the first issue on Mr 29, 1872 while the ORZEi 
POLSKI'S last issue was published on My 6 1872, giving its material over 
to the new paper. The 10th issue brought a notice that half of the 
printing press, still owned by Dr. Sacconi, had been sold at public 
auction because of bankruptcy. Jan Barzyriski's brother, the Resurrection 
Father Wincenty Barzyrfski, supported Jan's paper; both were fighters for

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the conservative Catholic element. As a co-publisher for a time Rev, 
Aleksander Matuscek, (Zie 95) helped , who had already inspired the 
ORZSfc POLSKI. Fr. Zwiardowski also aided the paper. Matuszek, a Jesuit 
Father, tried to unite the efforts of his order with those of the 
Resurrection Fathers in the field of Polish-American journalism. Ig¬ 
nacy Wendzinski, who had left the ORZEE, now became the paper’s very able 
editor but leaned to radical ideas. 

The PIELGRZYM was a "small paper", devoted to the Polish people in 
America, full of good sense, giving an interesting account of the con¬ 
temporary life of the Poles. Its style and spelling improved; its 
character was not as primitive as that of the ORZEi; it sailed fully 
now under the Catholic flag. It became - when the Polish Roman-Catholic 
Union was founded in 1873 at Detroit - its first official organ. Jan 
Barzyrfski moved to Detroit, Michigan and continued there his paper under 
a new title: GAZETA POLSKA KATOLICKA (q.v. there) on S 15 1874. Under 
this title, but for 1873? when it was still the PIELGRZYM, Zieliilski 
(572, 263) gave more names of its staff: Jan Smuiski (the son of W, 

Smulski who replaced later Jan Barzyrfski) and Jdzef Olbirfski. 

In Union, Jan Barzyrfski published a PROGSES (q.v.) in 1372 of which we 
do not know whether it was a supplement to the PIELGRZYM or a paper by 
itself.

It was an Snglish-Polish, "Catholic:2" (by attitude with other purpose) 
newspaper, perhaps a weekly, published during the same time, l872“?74, 
as the PIELGRZYM, by the same publisher and editor, Jan Barzyrfski. who 
is quoted that he wrote in a letter to 0. Kajsiewicza by Kruska(IV: I'll) 
as also printed in the PIELGRZYM of Je 10 1872; 

"at the same time I am publishing an English newspeiper (the title 
is Polish) PROGRES for the local necessity of our coun t;y (+Frank.lin ) • 
an official organ only for official announcements as means of 
communication for our citizens" (Zielirfski says the same, 110), 

It was a unique idea; we did not find it done by other foreigners.

WASHINGTON, ST. GERTRUDE and UNION in FRANKLIN COUNTY 

These cities belonged in l870“74 to the Archdiocese of St. Louis; they 
were small places, Washington with a St. Francis Borgia Church to which 
were attached a group of Jesuits, mostly also in charge of the Catholics 
in St. Gertrude, (Post Office KrakcJw), and of Union. Polish settlements 
around these places were taken care of especially by one of these Jesuits, 
Alexander (Aleksander)Mathauschek (also spelled Matouszka or Matuszek) 
who inspired the Polish papers in Washington and Union, being the first, 
in 1870, published outside of St. Louis in the state of Missouri.

(also called ORZEL BIAfcY (White Eagle) 
continued by PIELGRZYM , Union, Mo. (l872 - l874) 

The ORZEfc POLSKI was a Polish, "Catholic:lc M newspaper, published at first 
irregularly, then weekly, even semi-weekly still in 1871; it was published 
from F 22 I 87 O to My 6 1872, except during Ja to Mr 4 1872. Kruszka, a 
good source, gives it with the full title ORZEfc POLSKI W MISSOURI, mostly 
called ORZEfc POLSKI; only non-Polish sources as Baumgartner, CATH. BUILDERS, 
and CATH. ENCYC. have it ORZEfc.BIAfcY; the first title expresses what the 
paper wanted to be, a paper for all Poles in the state. The paper was 
first published in Washington, Mo.(see above the explanations with the 
places!, though St. Louis was also listed as first place but probably 
only because its founder came from there and the press was there supplied 
with more Polish letters. We know from the story of the first Polish 
paper in the U„S„, in New York, the ECHO Z POLSKI (l863“65)? that its 
press was brought to Washington. It was now used for the (probably) 
second paper. With its 10th issue (since irregularly issued, we can not 
gueww a date); it was moved to nearby St. Gertrude (I 87 O/I) and to Union 
in F or Mr I. 87 I where it died on My 6 1872; the CATH. ENCYC. gives 1.875 
as end date, which can only mean in its continuations PIELGRZYM and 
GAZETA POLSKA KATOLICKA by the same editor. 

The founder of the ORZEfc POLSKI was a Polish Jesuit from St. Louis, Rev. 
Aleksander Matuszek (Zie. 95? 259) who remained the encouraging spirit 
of this and the following paper. The first editor was Aleksander 
Szczepankiewi.cz who assumed the name Dr. Sacconi. The paper was support¬ 
ed with the material to be printed by Resurrection Fathers from a Poll sn 
settlement in Paha Maria, Texas. Fr. Matuszek tried to unite the efforts 
to help the Poles of the Jesuits and the Resurrection Fathers. CATH. 
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BUILDERS (11:171) says: "it was devoted to the propagation of love for 
the U.S., and trying to instruct Polish people how to assimilate" In the 
beginning the paper’s literary value was not high, very different from 
the first, the ECHO in New York in 1863 , a Polish national paper of 
intellectual refugees. The ORZEfc became the prototype of most of the 
future Polish papers, serving the people in their needs. There were not 
much original news and articles but nevertheless brought local news and 
some foreign matter. In the first 8 issues no publisher and editor was 
named. Then appeared the one of Dr. Sacconi, a man well educated but a 
poor journalist and editor. He also was a doctor of medicine besides. 

In St. Gertrude he got an assistant editor: Ignacy Wendziifski (Zie. 278 ) 
who remained until after number 12 of the second year ( 1871 ). He is 
considered to be the first real and typical Polish“American editor, 
known also to be a manager and type compositor. We find him again with 
the PIELGRZYM, the GAZETA POLSKA KATOLICKA (Detroit); then he joined 
other papers, non-Catholic, in Milwaukee and Chicago. When the paper 
was located in Union, an attempt was made to publish a literary 
supplement, CZYTELNIA POLSKA (Polish Readingroom) but the 63 necessary 
subscribers could not be procured; instead, the paper was made semi¬ 
weekly. One of the contributers was the first Polish woman-journalist 
and poetess on American soil, Teofila Samolirfska. 

A fire in the printing shop interrupted publishing from Ja to Mr 4 1872; 
in this issue two new Polish papers were announced: the SWOBODA in New 
York and the PIELGRZYM in Washington,Mo. The latter, finally after a 
compromise between Dr. Sacconi and the editor of the PIELGRZYM, was 
published in Union where Dr. Sacconi, in financial difficulties, could 
offer his press. On it were printed both papers between Mr. 29 to My 6 , 
My 6 being the last issue of the ORZEfc POLSKI. The new paper printed on 
My 17 the announcement of Dr. Sacconi's bankrupcy. 

Details: First its price was $ 3.00 when it appeared tri” or semi¬ 

monthly. With issue 11, as a weekly: $4.00, later as a semi-weekly: 
$6.00. For no. HO in i 8 ?'l it listed 297 subscribers.

ORZEL POLSKI WAS, IN F 22 1870, (probably) THE SECOND POLISH PAPER IN 
THE U.S., and THE FIRST REAL CATHOLIC ONE. 

Locations : Not in AN, ULS; 0s.l8, knew that still in 1896 some copies 
existed which could not be traced anymore in 1930 .

Conclusion: 


The chart shows that the first great efforts made to found an English Catholic 
weekly (1832-54) were not successful; none of the five papers endured more than five 
years. Meanwhile the strong German population of St. Louis, after two attempts (1848 anc 
1850), courageously began the daily TAGES-CHRONIK in 1851 and successfully continued it 
to 1863. In addition, a weekly, tne HER0LD DES GLAUBENS, was founded in 1852, a daily, 
weekly and semi-weekly, DIE AMERIKA, accompanied it from 1852 onward. There was also a 
magazine, the English-German REVIEW, from 1896 onward and a magazine for priests, the 
PASTORAL BLATT of 1866. Calendars, a German specialty, (HINKENDE BOTE: ILLUSTRIERTER 
HAUSFREUND, KATHOLISCHE WESTEN, ILLUS. VOLKSKALENDER, KALENDER FUER ZEIT AND EWIGKEIT, 
FAMILIENFREUND) were read extensively in the Middle West. 


The English weeklies, four between 1855-1869, were not successful until the time of 
the WESTERN WATCHMAN, the work of a single priest, from 1869 to 1933. It was joined by 
the CATHOLIC WORLD, united with CHURCH PROGRESS (1885-1934) and by some Irish papers. 

Within our scope the state of Missouri had only one major publication place besides 
that of St. Louis, namely, Kansas City. It had its first Catholic paper only in 1877 
(WESTERN CROSS) which continued to 1899, also serving its diocese unofficially. A second 
paper, CATHOLIC TRIBUNE, founded there moved soon to St. Joseph, also a diocese, and 
continued to 1942. Of six further attempts in Kansas City only the one founded in 1899 
continued to 1938. 







A unique paper was the German KATH0LI3CHER HAUSFREUND of O'Fallon whose 
priest-editor, with a popular style, had readers from the whole state of Missouri. 
There was one Bohemian paper, HLAS, published from 1871 to 1950, two brief attempts 
to begin French papers in 1875, and six trials of Polish papers after 1871. It is 
unusual that Missouri had only one successful magazine, the REVIEW, only two school 
papers, and no parish papers that we could discover. 

Although the end of our chart looks weak and indicates a lack of enterprise one 
can say that the most necessary papers already existed in 1899 and continued into the 
20th century.

6. The first English Catholic daily newspaper was the Daily Evening Leader , 
edition of The Leader , in 1856 (— 5t7), in St. Louis for Missouri. 

7. The first ecclesiastical magazine was the German Pastoral Blatt , in 

S 1866, in St.Louis for Missouri; it was the second in the U.S., though the first, 
Romana, in Baltimore, does not fully count, as it was suppressed by a bishop. 


8. The first Polish Catholic paper was the weekly newspaper Orzel Polski , 
on F 22 1870, in Washington, Mo., also for the state, the second in the U. S. 

9. The first Bohemian Catholic paper was the weekly nespaper Hlas, in 1871, 
St. Louis and for the state.
